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THE MOBILE LIBRARY 
D. C. HENRIK JONES 


THE words ‘public library service’ still convey to a great many people 
the idea of a building, large or small, which houses a collection of books, 
administered by a helpful staff and systematically arranged on shelves so 
that readers may, with comparative ease, make a choice for home reading 
or reference purposes at any time of the day during a reasonably long 
period of opening. It is probably not yet appreciated by many that today 
the library goes ‘outside the walls’ in a number of ways. One way is by 
the mobile library service. 


As these words are being written it is extremely likely that in different 
parts of the world libraries are moving along the roads to remote rural 
districts, to small country towns and to the outer suburbs of large cities. 
The passer-by may see a large closed motor van, usually carrying an 
inscription on its side indicating that it is the ‘so and so’ Public (or County) 
Library. At a predetermined station the van will stop, the sliding doors 
will open and an attractive display of books will be seen shelved within. 
A miniature library, in fact, on wheels and with staff in attendance. Shelf 
capacity is necessarily small and the number of volumes carried rarely 
exceeds 2,000 but, of course, every vehicle is able to draw upon the much 
greater resources of the larger system of which it forms a part. 


There is, as yet, no general agreement as to the name of this particular 
unit of the public library service. Early on it was known as the travelling 
library or the library on wheels. The Kent County Library in Great 
Britain achieved considerable fame some thirty years ago by being one of 
the earliest library authorities to put a travelling library on the road, and the 
van became a familiar and affectionately-regarded object in the villages 
and small towns of that county. 
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Today in Great Britain it is known as the Mobile Library or Mobile 
Branch Library; in America as the Bookmobile; in some European countries 
as the ‘bibliobus’. The travelling library in. general, however, has various 
purposes. When it first took the road it was used for two purposes: as a 
delivery van for the transport of books from the central or regional head- 
quarters of a library system to branches and centres in various parts of the 
library area; as an exhibition van displaying books on shelves from which 
local centre librarians selected stock for the small town and village libraries 
under their control. 


The travelling library is still in use for these purposes in many places 
but in recent years there have been considerable developments. The large 
van briefly described above, fitted with shelves and a small serving counter, 
and given adequate lighting, heating and ventilation is a mobile branch 
library. It usually provides a service on the outskirts of cities and other 
urban areas where there are comparatively small communities living, for 
instance, on new housing estates. This kind of library travels on a regular 
round every week and stops for a few hours at a fixed site. It is a method of 
providing a reasonably good library service—although, of course, the 
library can only stay for a short time at any one of the fixed sites—in places 
where it would probably be uneconomical to put up a permanent building. 
Such a service was provided in, for example, Manchester, Hastings and 
Erith some years before World War II. It has been extended to many other 
London and provincial urban areas since the war. In some cases these 
mobile branch libraries are specially constructed vehicles—a few are without 
their own power, being trailers towed by a ‘mechanical horse’, others are 
converted buses, usually ‘single-deckers’, as at Preston, but there exists at 
least one ‘double-decker’, beloved by children, which serves areas in Great 
Yarmouth. 


Now, although this service from a mobile library to residents in urban 
areas is of considerable interest, it is the somewhat similar service to readers 
in rural areas which has aroused the greatest interest and even enthusiasm. 
One writer has called the vehicle used “The Country Van’ but that is but 
another name for a mobile library taking library services in to the country 
districts. The type of vehicle mainly used in Great Britain has a specially 
designed body on a 30 cwt., 2-3 ton, or 3-4 ton chassis. This is well suited 
for general day-time service to villages, hamlets and isolated houses, and 
carries from 1,000 to 2,500 books, the greater proportion on shelves 
and others in lockers either underneath or above the shelves. It is normally 
staffed by a driver and a qualified librarian and gets its book-stock partially 
changed at frequent intervals from its base library. 


It does not take the place of a Branch Library but is an excellent and 
preferable alternative to the small rural library centres. These latter static 
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service points are provided with only a few hundred books and are looked 
after by a part-time staff often giving voluntary service. The advantage 
of the country mobile library is that it provides a much larger selection of 
books for the readers in country districts and can, in fact, bring the books 
to their doorsteps, an undoubted boon to those who may well live some 
considerable distance from a centre. It enables the rural reader to have 
the advantage of personal contact with professional librarians and, if the 
collection of books includes, as is sometimes the case, a small but 
carefully chosen selection of “quick reference’ books, it can give a reference 
as well as a lending service. Preferably visits to each area should be made 
fortnightly at a fixed time, but geographical factors may affect this arrange- 
ment and careful planning is necessary to determine how many visits can 
be made in one day’s run, or in a three to five days’ run. In Great Britain 
the cost of this type of vehicle, which would also seem suitable for many 
districts in other parts of the world, appears to be anything from £1,400 to 
£2,000. Running costs vary and it is perhaps inappropriate in a brief 
general article of this nature to go into any technical detail about the 
construction, heating and lighting, and operation of these vehicles. Readers 
may be referred to an excellent little pamphlet, County Library Transport, 
edited by F. A. Sharr (1952, The Library Association, 7s.). 


Although in a sense a technical detail, it is interesting to note that some of 
the mobile libraries are equipped with a special horn which is sounded 
when the library arrives at one of its stops, maybe in the middle of a hamlet 
or on the corner of a road near an isolated farmhouse, to inform the 
inhabitants that the library has come. Very often there is a small group of 
people at the stop waiting eagerly for their supply of books for the next 
few days. According to reports from Soviet Russia mobile libraries with a 
stock of 1,000 to 1,500 volumes are equipped with radios so that the 
attendants can broadcast to the villagers. In another part of the world there 
is a story told of the woman who asked that the mobile library should stop 
at her corner. She was told that there was:already a ‘stop’ at another corner 
house only a short distance away and was given the times when the library 
stopped at this place. Her response was cold: ‘Frankly I don’t want to have 
anything to do with the families in that neighbourhood!’ It is not likely 
that such community feuds exist to any great extent. Rather the mobile 
library is a means of drawing the inhabitants together; the world of books 
develops friendly contacts and the comparative novelty of the mobile 


library stimulates interest in people and things. Its arrival within a community 
must always be an ‘occasion’. 


It has been stated that mobile libraries are not particularly suitable for 
children. Obviously they are a great attraction for children, but their main 
purpose is to serve adult readers. The space within the library is very 
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restricted, and the period of time during which the library can wait at a 
‘stop’ is also restricted. For isolated hamlets and houses a small collection of 
children’s books may well be provided, but in general it is preferable to 
make special arrangements for the provision of children’s books in other 
districts. The mobile library can, of course, be used for the purpose of 
delivering collections of books to schools in villages, often the only suitable 
place for housing children’s libraries in small places. A very special 44 foot 
mobile library, consisting of two trailer units placed end to end, is operated 
by the Tottenham Public Libraries. The provision of portable. light-alloy 
shelf units makes it possible to change the character of the contents of the 
van in a very short time, and thus it can be used for adult borrowers at one 
time of the day, and for children and schools at another time of the same 
day. 


It is debatable whether the mobile library has a future in all parts of the 
Commonwealth. The Country Library Service of New Zealand has pro- 
vided a travelling library service for some years now, and the idea has more 
recently been extended to individual county library services. In one 
county the vans start out from two depots every day and make a journey 
of some twenty miles. There are about twelve to fifteen stops each day, 
usually for about fifteen to thirty minutes each, at private houses, shops, 
little settlements, schools and village greens. At such stops about a dozen 
or so people board the van and change books for themselves and their 
families, and take the opportunity of making requests for special books to 
be brought on a later visit. As in many other country districts throughout 
the world, there is a fair demand for books on farming and country matters. 


In Australia, the states of New South Wales and Victoria have recently 
established mobile library services—in this Dominion they call the van a 
‘bookmobile’, thus adopting the American term—and it is extremely likely 
that the plans of the Library Board of Western Australia, whose Executive 
Officer is now engaged in developing a fine scheme of local libraries in that 
very large state, will include mobile library service for the remote parts. 


Canada, naturally because of its proximity to the United States where 
“‘bookmobiles’ are a great feature of country library service, has for some 
years provided this kind of service, particularly in Ontario, both for urban 
areas and country districts. 


Elsewhere in the Commonwealth developments in this field have not 
been extensive. In the African Colonies, for instance, distances are very 
great and roads are often bad. The Gold Coast has its book box and mobile 
library services, but the Regional Librarian for Northern Nigeria has said 
that in order to cover this area adequately a fleet of vehicles would be 
needed. She considers that possibly the best policy at present is ‘to concen- 
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trate on the appointment of better educated local librarians, giving them 
the necessary training and an increased circulation of a wide variety of 


books’. 


Be that as it may, the mobile library can take to many remote places 
throughout the world, hamlets in the Highlands of Scotland, small townships 
on the prairies, communities ‘outback’ in many states, a quality of 
library service that has hitherto been right out of reach. Travelling by 
mobile library can have its hazards: broken bridges caused by swollen 
rivers, being marooned in almost inaccessible places owing to accidents on 
bad roads, thunderstorms, snow, ice and hail. And what are the rewards 
for the librarian? It has been said that these include the cup of steaming 
coffee on a cold day, the iced drink in summer, the apple from the farmer’s 
orchard, perhaps a rabbit or a chicken! But well beyond these things is the 
satisfaction of taking a part in rewarding work which enlarges the horizon 
of a great many people living in scattered communities and isolated places, 
work which contributes to the well-being of the individual, providing 
recreation, information and education in the widest sense of the term.

NATURE, MIND AND MODERN SCIENCE. Errol E. Harris. Allen &

The importance of this book is far poe than its somewhat conventional title 
might suggest. It provides a survey of ancient and modern philosophy with a view 
to examining the direction that thought is likely to take in the immediate future. 
Wide and profound knowledge is displayed, and there is a successful attempt to 
integrate the findings of both physics and biology into the philosophical tradition. 
Professor Harris demonstrates the important contribution made by Collingwood 
to these issues, and he proves a worthy disciple of that great thinker. This is a 
prolegomenon to a new philosophy of nature and life. (109)

These letters to his friend Fliess show Freud’s early gropings towards the practice 

and theory of psycho-analysis and supplement with more details the account given 

by Ernest Jones's recent biography of Freud’s early life. The role of sexual experience 
in neurotic patients, the significance of dreams and Freud’s own self-analysis figure 
prominently in the letters and accompanying memoranda. More personal and 
domestic information adds to the sense of close contact with an outstandingly 
important psychologist in his crucial formative years. The book is an historical 
document of great value to those with a specialist interest in Freud’s work. —_ (131-34)

exciting world.’ Hitherto, scientific investigation has been hampered by an 
pe measure of fraud on the one a and credulity on the other. A final 
chapter on Theories and Prospects is compact with learning and balanced conjecture. 
There are some intcresting illustrations, mostly in exposure of celebrated hoaxes.

The merit of Dr. Hadfield’s book is that it eschews dogmatism. The interpretation of 
dreams is a task of great intricacy. No hard and fast psychological theory will cover 
all the facts. In this essay an attempt is made to deal with a vast and controversial 
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subject without straining the reader's patience or credulity. According to the author, 
dreams and nightmares are the means whereby we are enabled to come to terms 
with our problems, particularly those of which we are unaware. This is an excellent 
addition to the already distinguished Penguin psychological series. (135)

Mr. Nowell-Smith writes with charm and lucidity. In consequence, his subject 
“comes alive’ and we find ourselves increasingly absorbed in the argument. To write 
about ethical problems without common sense and understanding is impossible. 
The author does not give us a recipe for acting in any particular situation; what he 
does is to clarify our minds about the terminology of ethics. Honest thinking is a 
condition of resolute action, and we can never be too clear about our motives. This 
book will both stimulate and entertain. (170) 


THE SOPHISTS. Mario Untersteiner. Translated from the Italian by Kathleen 
Freeman. Blackwell (Oxford), 31s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 384 pages. Notes. Bibliography.

This is a work of importance for a complete understanding of Greek thought, and 

its rendering into English preserves the urbanity of the original. The Sophists have 

been severely treated by historians of philosophy, and the Sophistic teaching has 
been dismissed as bogus. The author shows that the early itinerant Sophists were the 
first ‘humanists’ and educationalists. It is true that they taught for gain, but so do 
our own teachers. If they had been wholly insignificant, how is it that their names 
have survived? A study such as this serves to redress many prejudices. (183)

ORAL TRADITION. A Modern Problem in Old Testament Introduction.

Theology) 


A warm welcome must be afforded this introduction to the methods and achieve- 
ments of the Scandinavian traditio-historical school. After a brief survey of the 
positions of its leading exponents from Nyberg onwards, an exposition of the role 
of oral tradition in the Near East introduces the study of oral tradition in the Old 
Testament and leads up to a stimulating analysis of Jeremiah 36, Micha 4-5, and 
Genesis 6-9. If in some places the argument does not quite convince, none the less 
this book performs a useful service in making more accessible discussions which no 
Old Testament scholar can ignore. (221-1) 


THE WAY, THE TRUTH AND THE LIFE. An Outline of Christian 
Doctrine. J. R. Macphail. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 216 pages. 
Index. 


The author is Professor of English, Madras Christian College, and although he claims 
no special qualifications for writing a book on theology, he has succeeded in producing 
a clear and lively exposition of the principal Christian doctrines. One special merit 
of his treatment is that he relates the different doctrines to one another and shows 











how they hang together in a coherent system. While the content of the volume 
contains nothing that is new, the approach is fresh and stimulating, and the non- 
specialist reader will welcome the lucid discussion of vital theological issues. (230) 


EDWARD KEBLE TALBOT. His Community and His Friends. Compiled 
by G. P. H. Pawson. S.P.C.K., 17s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 182 pages. 4 photographs. 
Edward Keble Talbot (1877-1949) was one of the most distinguished figures in the 
Community of the Resurrection, which is an Anglican brotherhood whose members 
live under a common rule. For eighteen years he was Superior of the community 
and in the introduction to this interesting volume the editor writes an account of 
his life and assesses his character and achievements. We have also some miscellaneous 
writings of Father Talbot containing character sketches of Bishop Gore and others 
with a selection of letters written from France in World War I. (230) 


THE QUEST OF THE HISTORICAL JESUS. A Critical Study of its 
Progress from Reimarus to Wrede. Albert Schweitzer. Translated from the 
German by W. Montgomery. 3rd edition, with a new introduction by the author.

The present edition of the translation of this famous work is a reprint of the second 

edition, with a new introduction in which the author reaffirms his original con- 

clusions. It was the view of Jesus, in the final section, as a strange figure who was 
obsessed by apocalyptic dreams and who believed that He must die in order to 
force God to establish His kingdom which created a stir in theological circles. While 
there are flashes of insight and abundant evidence of erudition in this volume, it is 
to be regretted that the author has not found it possible to revise his extravagant 
judgments in the light of recent research. (232-9)

M. Leon Brunschvicg. Mr. T. S. Eliot provides an illuminating introduction in 

which he describes the range and quality of Pascal’s mind, his relations to the society 

of Port Royal and Montaigne, and the permanent value of his religious contribution.

The readings in this choice anthology are intended to illustrate the Christian message 

from the lives and writings of men and women throughout the ages. There are 

250 passages in the collection, which is divided into five sections: The Approach 

to the Kingdom, The Festivals of the Kingdom, The Fruit of the Kingdom, Servants 

of the Kingdom, The Kingdom Perfected. No attempt is made to observe chrono- 

logical order since presumably it is desired to emphasise the fact that there is a 

fundamental unity in Christian witness. The book is admirably suited to private 

reading and to use in schools. (244) 
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FROM A CHRISTIAN GHETTO. Letters of Ghostly Wit, written 
A.D. 2453. Geddes MacGregor. Longmans, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 1$2 pages. 
In this entertaining, provocative yet discerning fantasy, we have a portrayal of the 
twentieth century by a don in the University of the Christian Underworld in 
A.D. 2453 and it takes the form of letters written to a student specialising in our 
‘late mediaeval period’. Comments on the essays of the student serve as a caustic 
review of the present religious situation, which in spite of some redeeming features 
is believed to be the precursor of the hideous World State in which Paul and his 
fellow Christians are confined to ghettoes and in daily peril of persecution and 
martyrdom.

THE HISTORIC EPISCOPATE in the Fullness of the Church. Seven Essays 
by Priests of the Church of England. Edited by Kenneth M. Carey. Black: Dacre 
Press, 8s.6d.

Seven past and present members of Westcott House, Cambridge, with future 
relations between the Church of England and the Church of South India in view 
and their inevitable repercussions on Church relations in England, express their 
common conviction that reunion depends mainly upon the acceptance of episcopacy 
as the focus of unity in faith and practice. The problem is considered in its biblical 
and historical perspective and an attempt is made to present an interpretation of 
episcopacy which will not involve for nonconformists a repudiation of their own 
past. If the essays vary in quality, they are conciliatory in tone, and the volume as a 
whole is a useful contribution to an important theme. It is hard, however, to justify 
cither the assumption that the view advanced is distinctive or the hope that it will 
prove acceptable to nonconformity. (280-1)

We have in this volume a comprehensive anthology of Buddhist Texts, and the 

editor has secured the collaboration of three experts in the difficult task of translation. 

As he reminds us in his introduction, the documents are distributed over so many 

languages that no single person could aim at knowing them all. The extracts cover 

the teaching of the elders, the Mahayana, the Tantras and texts from China and 

Japan. A glossary is provided which contains a list of the main terms with their 

Sanskrit equivalents. This selection will be eagerly welcomed by students of 

Buddhist literature.

Professor Gluckman’s theme is the problem of the ‘priest-king’ posed by Frazer 

in The Golden Bough, and the modern interpretation of the ritual rebellion—mock- 

kings, scapegoats, pretended insults—as exemplified among the Bantu of Zululand, 

Swaziland, and Mozambique. The ceremonies are part of the traditional order and 

seem to relieve social tensions. The interpretation is that the people fundamentally 

accept the social order, and, as it were, act out their social tensions, the distinction 
being drawn that there may be rebels, but not revolutionaries. (299°63)

The approach—in terms of the discussion of 
seminal ideas, together with their exponents, rather than the orthodox analysis 
of the minutiae of each tendency—makes for a broad and stimulating review of the 
subject. An adequate bibliography and footnotes indicate references for the more 
detailed reading which this masterly survey should undoubtedly provoke. (301-01)

The second part gives details of the 
states of the world, including form of government, constitution, population, area, 
financial and banking systems, exports and imports, agricultural and industrial 

products, legal and educational systems, and religion. Part 3 consists mainly of a 

Who’s Who of the world, restricted to statesmen and politicians, and leading 

members in the ecclesiastical, legal, military, industrial, commercial and financial 


fields.

This was the period of Rodbertus, Lassalle, Bakunin, Marx, 
Engels, Kropotkin, Henry George, William Morris and other famous writers. It 
was the period, too, of the First International and the Paris Commune, of the 
intensive conflict between Marxism and anarchism, and of the development of 
Christian socialism. Professor Cole writes of them with his usual authority and

The first full-length study of one of the most interesting features of the economy 
of the Buganda province: the extensive employment of natives of other tribes in 
the Uganda Protectorate and Tanganyika, especially from the West Nile, and, even 
more, of peoples from the Belgian Ruanda-Urundi, the latter numbering about 
100,000 annually. All these, for the most part, are employed by the Baganda them- 
selves in agriculture, and many take up land of their own. This very full and detailed 
study, by experts, includes chapters on the history of migratory labour by P. 
Powesland, on the Alur by A. W. Southall, and on the methods of settlement and 
some of the specific problems of Buganda by Audrey Richards, Director of the East 
African Institute of Social Research. This, the first major publication of the Institute, 
sets a very high standard for future work.

Professor 
Postan, who is Professor of Economic History in the University of Cambridge, 
discusses in this scholarly and interesting paper their contribution to the economy 
of the English manor and their place in the history of social development. In des- 
cribing the working conditions of these manorial labourers he draws his examples 
from many parts of the country, and quotes extensively from the records of the 
Bishops of Winchester, the Abbey of Crowland and the Earls of Cornwall. (331-7)

discusses the effects of high income taxes on personal incentive, the controlling power 
of the Budget, and various other financial questions of interest to the student and to 
the citizen who wishes to be well informed on public affairs. (336-42) 
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THE DETERMINATION OF PRODUCTION. An Introduction to the 
Study of Economizing Activity. Burgess Cameron. Cambridge University Press, 
18s.

In this theoretical study Dr. Cameron, Lecturer in Economics, Canberra University 
College, describes how production and prices are determined in Western countries. 
For greater clarity he argues from a hypothetical economy in which only four or 
five commodities are produced. From this model economy he gradually introduces 
competing choices of activities, so that finally he can draw conclusions which can 
be used to analyse the more complex conditions of the modern world. The fairly 
advanced student of economics who is used to mathematical formulae will find the 
monograph well reasoned and stimulating to further thought. (338)

As usual, this Year Book contains reports on progress with various aspects of 

agricultural co-operation in most European countries, North America, and many 

non-self-governing territories in Africa and the Southern Hemisphere generally. 

The accent is mainly on trading and the provision of credit. More than half the 

reports refer to countries where co-operation has been the result of official sponsor- 

ship and is only just emerging, or has not yet emerged, as a fully spontaneous and 
self-regulating movement; progress here seems to be particularly encouraging. 

This edition includes a revised ‘Select Bibliography of Co-operation’—the last 

revision was in 1947—a comprehensive list which fills 94 pages and covers 2,000 

titles.

This Spir did until one day he decided to sell his property and to 
settle in Europe. The present volume includes essays on the social sciences, law, and 
ethics; it also contains an extremely interesting essay on the Meaning of Existence.

For, in the chapters which follow, he gives an account 
of the law in its ‘present state of dynamic movement’, discussing the changes of 
concepts and practices resulting from the impact of recent events, and the develop- 
ment of new concepts, such as economic warfare, and their control. In each 
case reasons, both historical and practical, are given for the various laws cited. But 
although these are most comprehensive, the author neglects to show the important 
effect the hedonistic school of jurisprudence had in influencing modern world 
councils and international controls. (341-3) 


THE FEDERAL CONSTITUTION OF SWITZERLAND. Translation 
from the German and commentary by Christopher Hughes. Oxford University 
Press, 258. 1954. 224 cm. 232 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Hughes undertook his researches on Swiss law as a research fellow elected by 

the Carnegie Trust for the Universities of Scotland. In this book he gives translations 

into English of the Swiss Constitution, the law of 1902 dealing with the relations 
of the legislative Councils with each other and with the executive, and the decree of 

1939 conferring emergency powers upon the executive at the outbreak of war, 

together with the German text of the Federal Constitution. These, together with an 

excellent running commentary, form a useful work of reference, and provide the 
student with a good introduction to Swiss government. (342°494) 


THE LAWS OF HYWEL DDA (The Book of Blegywryd). Translated from 
the Welsh by Melville Richards. Liverpool University Press (Liverpool), 15s. 1954. 
22 cm. 150 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Hywel Dda, King of Wales, died in A.D. 950, although the earliest extant manu- 

script of the Laws attributed to him was written 250 years later. This collection of 

Laws is traditionally thought to have been prepared by Hywel and his advisers and 

deals with all aspects of a system of law in Wales. This translation follows in the 

main that by Ancurin Owen. Mr. Richards has also contributed an introduction on 
the manuscript material and published literature and has added extensive notes 
which usefully make available the results of the considerable research into Welsh 

medieval law inrecent years, much of which has been published in Welsh only. (346-2)

Since it first appeared in 1946, this work has established a reputation both as an 

authoratitive work for practitioners and as a clear and useful textbook for students. 

Since the last edition in 1949, the Matrimonial Causes Act, 1950, a consolidating 

statute, and the Matrimonial Causes Rules, 1950, have, together with many new 

court decisions, made a new edition necessary. Part I deals with the law of divorce 
and matrimonial causes, Part II covers practice and procedure in the divorce court, 
while Part Ill refers to procedure by summary jurisdiction. Part IV comprises 

appendices giving the text of relevant statutes and rules. (347-6)

WELLINGTON AND HIS ARMY. Godfrey Davies. Blackwell (Oxford) 
in co-operation with the Huntington Library, San Marino, California, 18s. 1954.

After studying Sir Charles Oman’s History of the Peninsular War and his other works, 
the author formed opinions of Wellington’s personal characteristics that were at 
variance with those of Oman, which he thought were unfair. The book is, therefore, 
mainly concerned with the internal economy of Wellington’s army, not with 
military operations. It opens with an assessment of Wellington as a man and 
continues with a study of his relations with both officers and men. A chapter is 
given to the amusements and recreations of all ranks during the long period in the 
Peninsula, and finally there is a good account of the hazards and dangers to which 


the wives and children who accompanied the army were subjected. (355°1)

This fine series of 150 photographs by Derek Adkins, with explanatory script and 
captions, is introduced by the Chairman of the Middlesex Hospital, London. Its 
aim is to show the everyday working of the hospital, to depict the staff and students 
as they go about their duties in operating theatres, wards, kitchens and administrative 
offices, and the patients, men, women and children, receiving treatment for their 
various ills. Everyone, including those about to choose a career, will be interested 
and intrigued by this record. (362-11) 


HOSPITAL ACCOUNTS AND FINANCIAL ADMINISTRATION.

To officials responsible for the economical administration and financial control of 
hospitals, this exhaustive reference book gives guidance on how records and accounts 
should be submitted to the appropriate authorities, and elucidates methods of 
internal accounting. In this greatly revised edition, a useful addition for students in 
the section on general accounting is the chapter on Principles of Book-keeping, 
but the distinguishing feature is the introduction of the National Health System of 
Accounting which is compared with the earlier Revised Uniform System of Hospital 
Accounts. Captain Stone was recently appointed to a working party set up to devise 
a system of departmental and unit accounting and this subject he considers in great 
detail here. For hospital officers specimen forms add greatly to the value of a very 
thorough and competent work.

Mr. Cherrill has had thirty-three years of service in the Fingerprint Department of 
Scotland Yard. His ‘practical treatise’ is designed chiefly for those with previous 
knowledge of the subject; there are six sections dealing in detail with the Henry 
system; single finger print and scenes of crime collections; finger prints and palm 








prints left at scenes of crime with suggestions as to their detection and preservation; 
photography of scenes of crime prints; methods of taking finger, palm and sole 
prints; and the radio transmission of finger prints. (364-12)

ON EDUCATION: The Future in Education and Education for a World Adrift. 
Sir Richard Livingstone. New edition. Cambridge University Press, 15s. 1954. 
19 cm. 242 pages. 
This volume consists of two books previously published separately during the war. 
The author was Vice-Chancellor of the University of Oxford from 1944 to 1947, 
and is well known as an authority on education and classical history. The first part, 
The Future in Education (1941), is an eloquent plea for a new system of adult education 
in Britain. The second part, Education for a World Adrift (1943), stresses the importance 
of making the most of educational opportunities in a world which has lost its 
standards and beliefs. The whole book is written in a pleasant and persuasive manner, 
and deserves careful consideration. (370-1) 


THE YEARBOOK OF THE UNIVERSITIES OF THE COMMON- 
WEALTH, 1954. 31st issue. Association of Universities of the British Common- 
wealth, 63s.

This academic directory supplies information on university institutions in the 

Commonwealth and in the Republic of Ireland, including details of staff, degree 

courses, diplomas, fees, publications, etc. and, for the first time, a short statistical 

note for each university of the number of its students who come from other countries. 

Events of the year 1951-52 are recorded, and appendices give particulars of qualifi- 

cations for admission and of postgraduate awards. An ampler statement is provided 

of the history and functions of the Association of Universities of the British Common- 

wealth, which held its seventh Quinquennial Congress last year. (378-42)

The author is Deputy Director of the Research Department of the International 
Monetary Fund and a Fellow of the Econometric Society. His book applies the 
Keynesian analysis to the field of international economics. He shows that countries 
which are dependent on foreign trade have their aggregate demand influenced 
by export changes as all economies are influenced by changes in investment. The 
treatment is mathematical and statistical, and maintains a nice balance between 
theoretical analysis and statistical applications. The work can be highly recom- 
mended for specialists in international trade working for a first degree and for post- 
graduate students. (382)

BRITAIN’S RAILWAYS TODAY. Edited by John St. John. Naldrett Press, 
1$8.

A symposium of articles, each written by an expert, on steam, electric and diesel 
locomotives and their crews; on the permanent way; on freight working; on the 
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planning of time-tables, and railway architecture. There are also some ‘profiles’ of 
typical railway workers, written with manifest sympathy, and illustrated with line 
drawings. The text, although eschewing technical detail, conveys a good deal 
of information pleasantly, and there are up-to-date photographs, together with 
illustrative diagrams.

A new treatise by the editor of Carver’s Carriage of Goods by Sea, on which it is 
based. After introductory chapters, the main part of the work is a commentary on 
the Carriage of Goods by Sea Act, 1924. Appendices give not only the English law, 
but also the content of Commonwealth, United States and other foreign legislation 
on this subject. The author is a barrister-at-law. (387-51)

THE SCIENCES OF ENERGY. A Commentary for the General Reader on 
Recent Advances in Astronomy, Physics and Chemistry. J. G. Crowther. Muller, 
12s.6d.

Scientific and technological developments are racing ahead at the same time as 
intelligent laymen are taking an increasing interest in them. There is thus a great 
need for books such as this which tell the man-in-the-street not only what has 
recently been discovered but also explain its significance to society. The title is badly 
chosen as the layman will not easily see that energy runs as a common thread through 
this well-written review of current cosmological theory, atomic physics and new 
advances in chemistry. (500)

THE QUANTUM THEORY OF RADIATION. W. Heitler. 3rd 
edition. Oxford University Press, 45s. 1954. 24}.c0m. 444 pages. 37 diagrams. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. (International Series of Monographs on Physics) 


The third edition of this well-known textbook is a self-contained exposition of the 
whole of quantum electrodynamics of electrons and positrons. The earlier material 
is retained essentially unchanged, though the text has been appreciably clarified, and 
many new sections are interspersed to cover recent advances. A long new chapter 
—Radiative Corrections—is devoted to such matters as Feynmann diagrams, 
renormalisations, anomalous magnetic moment, level shifts, which are treated in 
sufficient detail to bring out the salient features. The aim throughout is to lead the 
reader on to the practical results of the modern theory. Conceptual refinements 
such as the manifestly covariant treatments of Tomonga and others are not discussed. 
This is still the only textbook in English covering the subject. (530-1) 


THE PHYSICS OF EXPERIMENTAL METHOD. H. J. J. Braddick. 
Chapman & Hall, 35s. 1954. 224 cm. 424 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The book deals with those branches of physics which are important in the planning 

and execution of experiments in physical research. The main emphasis is laid on 

principles of experimental method, on the techniques available for solving problems 
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in experimental science and their limitations. Very few books are available on the 
subject, and the present work has a number of special features, such as the statistical 
analysis of errors, a discussion on the essential dependence of physical measurement 
on the properties of materials used, etc., which should make it of great value to the 
advanced student.

OPTICAL WORKSHOP PRINCIPLES. Charles Dévé. Translated from 
the 3rd French edition by Thomas L. Tippell. Preface by Charles Fabry. 2nd 
edition.

This excellent and very informative book is essentially a reference work for those 
already employed in the optical industry. It is largely a summary of the instruction 
given to apprentices and to more expert optical workers studying at the Institut 
d’Optique, Paris, of which the author was Director for many years. The new 
edition is a great improvement on the first English edition which appeared in 1943. 
The type has been reset, the reproduction of the illustrations greatly improved, and 
the book contains much new material including two useful appendices, one giving 
suggestions for surfacing aspherical lenses and the other an account of the physical 
nature of light. (535°8)

SEISMOLOGY. K. E. Bullen. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1954. 17cm. 140 pages. 15 
diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. (Methuen’s Monographs on Physical 
Subjects) 

The work contains a good account of the propagation of elastic waves through 

solids, and geophysicists will welcome the chapter on earth models based on 

seismology. A chapter is devoted to microseisms, but it is surprising to find that 
the seismic method of geophysical prospecting receives only passing mention. The 
absence of any photograph or diagram of a seismograph or a seismogram is also 
to be deprecated. Professor Bullen, of the University of Sydney, is an applied 
mathematician of some distinction, and it is to students of this subject that the book is 


likely to appeal; the claim to interest students of physics and geology is perhaps 
rather optimistic. ($51°22)

PROGRESS IN BIOPHYSICS AND BIOPHYSICAL CHEMISTRY.

Previous volumes of these reports have been well received and the present one is

structure of nerve fibres; the nucleoprotein complex of the cell nucleus and its 
reactions; chromosome breakage; the crystalline proteins—recent X-ray studies and 
structural hypotheses; facts and theories about muscle. It is an excellent addition 
to the literature available to workers in the borders between physics and physiology. 

Apart from a meagre subject index, the presentation is of. a very high standard.

Autotrephic micro-organisms are of wide importance, for instance in 
maintaining the fertility of the soil, and much work has been devoted to their study 
during recent years. This collection of thirteen papers deals with the classification, 
biology, biochemistry and economic importance of these organisms. The topics

WILD FLOWERS. Botanising in Britain. John Gilmour and Max Walters.

The first author is one of the editors of the New Naturalist series and this book has 

been long awaited. It gives a refreshingly up-to-date and intelligible survey of the 

modern field botanist’s outlook on his material and problems and should greatly 
encourage the amateur botanist, who may have felt that the subject was getting 
beyond him. After preliminary chapters on the history and general biology of 

Britain’s flora the main part deals with the different habitats in turn, describing the 

main species and considering their adaptations and dynamic relations with their 

environment. The appendices on identifying some difficult groups will be especially

In this book the author has assembled a wealth of lore about the plants, trees, 
berries and flowers of her native Western Canada. The practical uses of the plants, 
as foods, medicines or dyes, are described and explained as well as their uses as 
symbols and their part in legend and story. Concise and simple botanical descriptions 
are provided and the many illustrations in black and white will aid in easy plant 
identification.

Dr. Burton of the Natural History Museum in London is well known for his popular 

biological writings. In this book he not only describes the many interesting primitive 

animals that persist in the world—the tuatara, king-crab, duck-billed platypus, 
peripatus, coclacanth and so on—but shows just how they are linked with fossil 
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forms characteristic of certain levels of evolutionary organisation. He also discusses 
the factors that can have led to such isolated survivals and the historical importance 
of their discovery in the reconstruction of evolutionary ‘trees’. (s91-9) 


THE INSECT LEGION. Malcolm Burr. 2nd edition. Nisbet, 21s. 1954. 
22$ cm. 352 pages. 37 photographs and drawings. Index. 
The first edition of Dr. Burr’s book was published in 1939 and the fact that, among 
so many books about insects, it has been revised and reissued shows how much of 
value he has to say. The style is non-technical, but entomologists and zoologists 
will have much to learn, so widely does Dr. Burr roam among the impacts of 
insects upon the history of the world and of man. Medicine, agriculture, economics, 
literature—all crowd into the pages, but most of all we learn about the advances in 
entomological research and the personal contact with these advances arising from 
a world-wide experience. (595-7) 


THE DANCING BEES. An Account of the Life and Senses of the Honey Bee. 
Karl von Frisch. Translated from the German by Dora Ilse. Methuen, 16s. 1954.

Dr. von Frisch’s well-known work has been rendered into reasonably smooth 

English by Dora Ilse. In general the style and approach match well with the simplicity 

of the experimentation in which the author's main genius lies. He sets down his 

discoveries about how the bees find their way, communicate information to one 
another and generally organise their communal lives. Readers should beware of 
thinking that all was as straightforward as it seems. The book is the result of many 
years’ labour with unremitting care paid to detail and is a sufficient answer to sceptics 
who found it hard to credit some of his results.

The remarkable story of the Emperor Penguin’s breeding during the incredible 

rigours of the Antarctic winter and the struggle during Scott’s last expedition to 

bring back the first embryological material are well known. New and more 
abundant material is now availble from the activities of the Falkland Islands 

Dependencies Survey, and Stonehouse has already reported on the field observations. 

Dr. Glenister, who is Lecturer in Anatomy at Charing Cross Hospital Medical 

School, now gives a report on the embryology, which shows that there are several 

features in the development of the Emperor Penguin which suggest that it is one of 

the most primitive of living birds. (598-2)

This is the most important single work on rodent research ever published. It describes 

the pioneer laboratory and operational research on the control of the brown rat 

(Rattus norvegicus), ship rat (Rattus rattus), and house-mouse (Mus musculus) carried 

out by the Bureau of Animal Population, Oxford University, during the war. The 

recognition of the innate nature of the brown rat’s shyness of baits (‘new object 
reaction’) is but one of the important contributions to rodent control which are 
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recorded here. There is a vast amount of detailed theoretical and practical knowledge 
of the three species, clearly set out for easy reference. Stressed throughout is the need 
for objective information about the pests themselves, and the e they do. 
Combining as it does good research with good sense (and, at times, good humour), 
this work provides an object lesson in the design and execution of applied biological 
research.

Thoroughly revised, this edition adds a chapter on the care of the chronic 
sick to those on the nursing of special diseases, and retains procedures, such as 
cupping, blistering, still in use abroad and required by nursing syllabuses. The 
authors describe methods simply and carefully, and throughout stress the primary 
aim of good nursing, the well-being and comfort of the patient. Paragraphs are 
clearly headed and the material is arranged to facilitate study.

The aim of the Senior Psychiatrist, Elizabeth Garrett Anderson Hospital, London, 
is to assist nurses to an understanding of human nature, especially of the sick person, 
and to give guidance in dealing with his problems. To cover the requirements of 
the revised syllabus of the Preliminary and Final Examinations for State Registered 
Nurses, five chapters are added to this second edition. These are on the development 
of human behaviour in the family and society, the psychoneuroses, the psychoses 
and their treatment.

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of specific drugs, and finally discusses. the chemotherapy of tuberculosis, leprosy, 
malaria and other tropical diseases.

They choose for discussion: the more 
important and reliable tests of bodily functions, and give detailed. accounts. of the 

simpler analyses which their readers can themselves perform. But this is more than a 

descriptive list of techniques. The physician needs to know when chemical examimation 

is necessary, how to interpret its results and collect the specimens needed for analysis.

CARDIOGRAPHY. William Evans. 2nd edition. Butterworth, 45s. 1954.

As physician to the Institute of Cardiology, London University, Dr. Evans knows 
well how to assist students working for qualifying and post-graduate examimations, 
non-specialists from time to time called upon to interpret cardiograms, and 
practitioners who wish to assess reports submitted to them on their patients. The 
book covers electrocardiography and phonocardiography. After general mtroductory 
chapters, the diagnosis of each cardiovascular disorder is described according to the 
appearance of such instrumental recordings of heart sounds amd murmurs. In this 
admirably clear edition, Dr. Evans incorporates recent advances, such as new 
techniques in investigating cardiac pain, in recognising coronary arterial disease, 
and relating the two components of the second heart sound to the murmurs found 
in systole.

Physical and mechanical 
properties are reviewed in great detail, and there are valuable notes on the reactions 
of the metal, including considerations of corrosion.

This should become a standard 
reference work and should prove invaluable, not only to those engaged in the 
industrial use of zirconium, its alloys and compounds, but also to students and 
research workers in this field.

Laurence Whistler, distinguished as a poet and an engraver on glass, is also the 
author of a valuable biography (1938) of the baroque architect and playwright, Sir 
John Vanbrugh (1664-1726). During the past few years a vast amount of new 
material has been uncovered, much of it by Mr. Whistler, which throws new light 
on Vanbrugh and his contemporaries, especially on his friend and collaborator 
Nicholas Hawksmoor (Wren’s assistant), and on the landscape gardeners Wise, 
Loudon and Kent. This book, enthusiastically written, beautifully presented, is a 
scholarly reassessment of Vanbrugh and of those who worked with him. It will 
make a profound impression in architectural circles, more perhaps for the pointers 
it gives for further research than for any finality in its judgments; but it deserves a 
wider audience for its readable account of an important phase in British history.

(1769-1830), one of the most successful of British artists and deservedly popular 

for the charm of his portraits. The major portion of the text is taken up by a 

Catalogue of 900 pictures by Lawrence, including their variants and replicas, many 

of which have not hitherto been recorded. A 19-page biographical and critical essay 

introduces the book, which terminates with 119 plates forming in themselves a 

chronological survey of the development of Lawrence’s style. This is the largest 

collection of Lawrence reproductions yet brought together in one volume. (759-2)

K. L. Allinson works exclusively with an ‘Exakta’ and believes it to be the nearest 

approach yet to the ideal camera, but there are many who will not share this view. 
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Nevertheless, the 35mm Exakta camera does embody many redeeming features, 
the most notable reat, Ba single lens reflex focussing (which magnifies the image 
two diameters), interchangeable lenses, and focal plane shutter. But the text of this 
book, illustrated with many beautiful pictures, will show the immense scope of 
the Exakta in dealing with portraiture, pictorial subjects, flash, colour, and all the 
specialised fields of medical and scientific work. Frank Sharman contributes an 
interesting chapter on theatre, ballet and action photography. (771-3) 


MODERN ENLARGING TECHNIQUE. Frank Harris and George L.

Packed with information on the most fascinating process in photography, this 
book explains fully the intricacies of enlarging, describes the equipment, accessories 
and materials needed, and shows how to exercise control of the projected image 
to the final enlargement. There are chapters on how an enlarger works (which 
includes condenser, diffused and point source illumination), printing papers and 
their relative speeds, the finer points of enlarging, and creative enlarging. There is a 
most welcome chapter on making enlargements for colour, from the usual set of 
three-colour separation negatives; the processes discussed are the Trichrome Carbro 
and the Tritone.

A CRITICAL DICTIONARY OF COMPOSERS AND THEIR 
MUSIC. Percy M. Young. Dobson, 30s. 1954. 224 cm. 382 pages. Bibliography.

This new approach to musical lexicography describes succinctly the work of about 
500 composers, from the late fifteenth century up to date. As is right in a book 
compiled for the amateur rather than the scholar, the emphasis is on performance 
and first-hand study. By adding full indexes of names grouped historically and 
zeographically, Dr. Young has widened the ‘aie uses of his dictionary. Some of 
his opinions are as unorthodox as his principles of inclusion and exclusion, but he is 
never dull. He sums up style in a few telling sentences, marred only by addiction 
to too many ungrammatical parentheses. (780-9) 


THE MUSIC OF LISZT. Humphrey Searle. Williams & Norgate, 25s. 1954.

Most suitably, the first study of Liszt’s music in English has been written by one 
who is a distinguished composer in the terse, atonal style towards which Liszt 
himself moved in his old age. Mr. Searle’s brief but admirable book explains how 
this position was reached by the composer who, influenced when young by the 
virtuosity of Czerny, developed his distinctive idiom and mastery of form through 
several stages of romanticism and impressionism. Liszt’s most important compositions 
are analysed, with over seventy musical examples, with especial reference to their 
literary inspiration and their wide influence. The biographical background is 
summarised in a chronological table; there is also a most valuable 40-page list of 
Liszt’s 768 works, classified, with dates. (780-92) 
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A GUIDE TO ENGLISH FOLK SONG COLLECTIONS, 1822-1952, 
with an index to their contents, historical annotations and an introduction. 
Margaret Dean-Smith. University Press of Liverpool (Liverpool) in association with 
the English Folk Dance and Song Society, 15s. 1954. 25 cm. 120 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Although the study of English folk song did not begin until the 1820s, its roots are 

of such great antiquity that any detailed study calls for long research and scholarly 

treatment. Both es qualities are found in Miss Dean-Smith’s admirable Guide. 

She has listed over sixty principal collections, plus twenty-five other source-books 

used for reference (particularly to carols), and arranged them in two chronological 

groups, with a critical account of the origins and value of each. The alphabetical 
title-index, occupying seventy-two pages, contains numerous cross references for 
variant titles that are essential to identify a tune. Her introductory notes on the 
origin of folk song, on collecting and collectors and the wider relations of the subject 
are most readable. This will undoubtedly become a standard book, and should win 
many converts to a fascinating branch of music. (781-97)

The steadily increasing interest in English folk song makes timely the third edition 
of this book, originally published in 1907. Sharp’s pioneer work in the collection 
and study of folk song has stood the test of time as well as has his interpretation of 
its sociological importance, its philosophical bases and modal structure. His 
prophecies have been fulfilled. These beautiful songs have been recognised as an 
educational force and have played their part in the revival of English ‘art-music’, 
as witness the compositions of Vaughan Williams, who contributes a characteristic

Symphony Orchestra gives a vivid account of its history from its inception in the 
autumn of 1903, its first performance on 9 June 1904, under Hans Richter, and on 
through the years to the L.S.O. of today, under its permanent conductor Josef 
Krips, holding an elevated place among famous contemporary orchestras. George 
Stratton contributes memoirs of his nineteen years’ leadership of the orchestra, Sir 
Ivor Atkins a chapter on the Three Choirs Festival, and Humphrey Jennings enter- 
taining everyday working sketches of the orchestra at rehearsal and concert, 
broadcasting and recording. In all, a fascinating story of music making. (785-10942) 


THE FOUNDATIONS OF VIOLIN PLAYING AND MUSICIAN-

Professor Kinsey’s book is a valuable addition to the shorter treatises on violin 
playing. He explains clearly the fundamentals of the teaching of the violin and 
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discusses in detail the essentials of technique, such as bowing, tone production, the 
position of the left hand, intonation, changes of position and chord playing. He 
has many useful things to say on the right method of practising and on musicianship 
and interpretation, and not least in value are the paragraphs attached to several 
chapters on respective common faults.

The immense proportions to which the recording of folk music has grown in the 
last few decades is well illustrated by this notable catalogue. It includes discs made 
all over the world, by far the largest section being devoted to Africa.

Skilful editing has divided 
the material into two parts—commercial issues, and records available only in private 
archives. The International Folk Music Council is to be congratulated on a fine 
piece of co-ordination, most useful to students of anthropology, and to all librarians 
specialising in the subject.

This brief account of the formation and activities of a repertory company during the 

ears 1938 to 1952, accompanied by annotated lists of all the plays produced, will 
ening apart from its immediate interest, much of value to other managers, producers, 
actors, and backers, present and future. This company, now permanently established 
in Edinburgh and Glasgow, with seasonal productions elsewhere, started at the 
King’s Theatre, Hammersmith in 1938. War conditions and the aftermath of war 
brought continual difficulties, but, notwithstanding, the company has achieved 
well-deserved success and has produced many worth-while plays. One disappointing 
note is struck. The author states from experience that a repertory theatre cannot 
produce a new play without risking the loss of a whole year’s profit. (792-0942)

OLD VIC PREFACES. Shakespeare and the Producer. Hugh Hunt. Routledge

The author, a director of the Old Vic Theatre Company, London, from 1949 to 
1953, has compiled this volume, with little revision, from the introductions which 
he read to the casts before rehearsal. As he explains, they concern neither literary 
criticism nor historic research but ‘the personal approach of a producer to his work’. 
Although he emphasises that no production should be copied, because ‘imitation 
destroys the individuality of approach’, a famous producer's interpretation and 
analysis of the characters must have interest at least for those studying Shakespearean 
performances either as actors, producers, or audience. The plays introduced are 
Love's Labour's Lost, Hamlet, Twelfth Night, The Merry Wives of Windsor, Romeo 
and Juliet, The Merchant of Venice, and Julius Caesar. (792-92)

A book of cricketing reminiscences and comments by one of the greatest of 
Australian wicket-keepers, who flourished between the two world wars and played 
in no less than fifty-four Test matches. In a foreword, Sir Jack Hobbs states that 
characteristics of Oldfield were modesty and true simplicity. This book confirms 
that view and makes interesting and entertaining reading. There is an appendix of 
practical and technical advice on how to play the game. (796-3) 


WISDEN CRICKETERS’ ALMANACK, 1954. Edited by Norman 
Preston. gist year. Sporting Handbooks, cloth boards 15s.; limp linen 12s.6d. 
1954. 16} cm. 1,020 pages. 12 plates. 64 illustrations. Indexes. 


Full details of international and county cricket are included in this famous annual, 
as well as the more important public school games. Articles by various authorities 
include: A. L. Hassett, a Born Cricketer, by Neville Cardus, Growth of Pakistan 
Cricket, by Abdul Hafeez Kardar; Dates in Cricket History, by H. S. Altham. 
Overseas cricket in 1952-53 is surveyed, and the visit of the Australians to England 
in 1953 is fully recorded, as well as that of the South Africans to Australia and New 
Zealand in 1952-53, and of the Indians to the West Indies in 1953. A useful survey 
by John Arlott of cricket books of 1953 is included. (796-3) 


BOWLS FROM EVERY ANGLE, Jack Jones. Bell, 8s.6d. 1954. 194 cm. 
128 pages. 13 sketches by Henry Coller. 


The author is a bowls club champion and a frequent contributor to British and 
Commonwealth bowling periodicals. The book is not primarily one of instruction, 
but gives wise advice for everyone, beginner, expert, and onlooker. His angles on 
the game are given on the green, from the banks around the green and from the 
clubhouse, and they are cheerfully illustrated by a series of humorous drawings.

HIGH MOUNTAINS. Charles Meade. Harvill Press, 15s. 1954. 22 cm. 136 
pages. 11 photographs. 


The author, a distinguished Himalayan explorer, analyses the underlying urge that 
draws some men to the mountains. He quotes Evelyn Underhill’s definition of 
nature mysticism as ‘apprehension of the infinite life immanent in all living things’ 
and finds such mysticism’s importance to religious mysticism as potentially pre- 
paratory in character. He discusses the relation of activity, contemplation and 
memory in mountain lovers, and compares the attitude of men such as Mallory, 
Irving and Winthrop Young as expressed in their writings. The fine photographs 
are chosen to illustrate the author’s thoughts and feelings on the symbolism of 
mountain scenery. (796-52) 


THE BOAT RACE. The Story of the First Hundred Races between Oxford 
and Cambridge. Gordon Ross. Hodder & Stoughton, 16s. 1954. 224 cm. 256 pages. 
51 illustrations. Index. 


This book is primarily for the general reader and assumes no previous knowledge 
of the subject on his part. Mr. Ross has for some years made a close personal study of 
the Boat Race and all that precedes it; he has also ransacked the available records, 
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including the logs regularly kept by the Presidents of the two University Boat 
Clubs, for material of human interest. He writes with enthusiasm of all aspects of 
the Boat Race and the result will both entertain his readers and enable them in 
future to follow the fortunes of the crews with more informed appreciation. (797-1) 


THE TIGERS OF TRENGGANU. A. Locke. Museum Press, 16s. 1954. 
22$ cm. 208 pages. 38 photographs. 4 drawings in text. 2 maps. Index. 


An exciting book about the most exciting specimen of Malayan wild life. Lieut.- 
Colonel Locke, an administrative officer, shot not for sport but to free his area of 
marauders against cattle and humans. The fruits of the two years thus spent appear 
not only in thrilling tales of successful kills—the Kijal twins and the Jerangau man- 
eater to name the best—but also in a wealth of information about these magnificent, 
intelligent beasts, who seem to like about ten square miles apiece for living room. 
The book is very well illustrated and attractively written, and forms a worthy 
addition to the classics of animal lore. (799-2) 


MY WILD GOOSE CHASE. Bill Powell. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1954. 22 cm. 
208 pages. 13 photographs. 
To those who are thrilled by wildfowling this will be an appealing book. It relates 
the adventures and struggles of one who had the courage to make wildfowling his 
living in the setting of the Solway Firth, which has always been the Mecca of this 
arduous pursuit. The writing is somewhat uneven and frankly anecdotal, but its 
atmosphere of single-minded devotion compensates for many shortcomings of style. 
The anecdotes tend frequently to revolve around the discomfiture or imbecility of 
other people, but it is all done with so open a humour that the victims may be the 
first to smile. (799-24)

American Literature 


MORE MODERN AMERICAN POETS. James G. Southworth. 
Blackwell (Oxford), 15s. 1954. 22 cm. 160 pages. 


A companion volume to an earlier survey of American verse, dealing in this case 
with poets born half a century or more ago. Professor Southworth writes in an 
introductory style for the general reader: he devotes a short essay to each poet 
individually, tracing his achievement, examining his distinctive poetic effects and 
placing them in relation to the American tradition. Pound and Auden are the authors 
discussed most fully, but the book is especially valuable for its clear presentation 
of the work of other excellent poets, such as William Carlos Williams, John Crowe 
Ransom and Allen Tate, who are all too little known outside America. (811-5) 


1 AM A CAMERA. A Play in Three Acts. John Van Druten. Gollancz, 7s.6d. 
1954. 19 cm. 112 pages. 
The British-born American domiciled dramatist, John Van Druten, has taken 
Christopher Isherwood’s Berlin diaries, written in 1930 prior to the rise of the 
Hitler régime, and made them into a play. The two central characters are Christopher 
Isherwood himself, the lens of ‘the camera’, and Sally Bowles, an amoral English 
girl who has drifted to Berlin from London. The atmosphere of the time and place, 
the latent horror that was just beginning to rise to the surface, and the wasters who 
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had found their way to the vice-ridden capital, are vividly and poignantly portrayed. 
By giving form and tension to the original stories the adapter has made the piece 
theatrically effective. (812-5) 


English Poetry 


GEORGE HERBERT. His Religion and Art. Joseph H. Summers. Chatto & 
Windus, 21s. 1954. 224 cm. 248 pages. Notes. Index. 


An interesting, learned, but also a difficult book. Herbert’s poetry was inseparable 
from his faith; Professor Summers therefore devotes a preliminary section to a 
reconsideration of the poet’s life and his theology within the contemporary political 
and religious scene. There follow two admirable chapters upon the sequence and 
the language of the poems in The Temple where Herbert’s deliberate intentions are 
elucidated in relation to his conception of the nature of consecrated poetry. Finally, 
various aspects of Herbert’s practice in carrying out his principles are discussed and 
much perceptive analysis is brought to bear upon ‘the poem as hieroglyphic’, 
versification, music, and the individual uses of traditional forms. Professor Summers 
writes with an authority and a humility which only wide knowledge of the period 
and a recognition of the complexities of his subject can bring. His is a book that 
makes no concession to any facile reading of Herbert’s art and religion. (821-4) 


WILLIAM BLAKE’S JERUSALEM. Joseph Wicksteed. Trianon Press, 
distributed by Faber, 63s. 1954. 254 cm. 280 pages. 29 illustrations. Index. 


This limited edition, published specially for the William Blake Trust, is a work upon 
which the author has been engaged for many years. The commentary forms not 
merely a useful guide to Blake's final masterpiece; it is an indispensable key to our 
understanding of a poem otherwise closed to us. Mr. Wicksteed draws attention to 
the importance of studying this extraordinary epic as an art-form fusing words and 
illustration; and his insight into the working of the creative mind is such that no one, 
having studied this book, can deny to Blake the highest genius. The production is 
superb. (821-6) 


THE POT GERANIUM and Other Poems. Norman Nicholson. Faber, 9s.6d. 
19§4. 22$ cm. 78 pages. 
If in this new volume (a recommendation of the Poetry Book Society) Mr. Nicholson’s 
poetry shows no remarkable development, it certainly maintains the high standard 
that he has already set himself. A celebrant of the mountainous landscapes of his 
native Cumberland, the tone of his work is low: this perhaps accounts for the 
remarkable consistency of interest and workmanship in it—he takes fewer risks 
than more exalted poets such as, for example, Vernon Watkins. The tough texture 
of his work is often brightened by quartz-like images and conceits; his occasional 
dissertations on personal themes sometimes surprise with a sly humour. This is a 
very pleasing volume. (821-9) 


SOMETHING OF THE SEA. Poems 1942-1952. Alan Ross. Verschoyle, 6s. 
1954. 19 cm. 66 pages. 


The titles of Mr. Ross’s poems indicate the nature of his talent: Leave Train, Boats 
on the Round Pond, Cricket at Brighton, Catalan Coast, Football Grounds of the Riviera. 
He uses the poetic equivalent of the modern miniature camera to catch an unusual 
aspect of a conventional theme, an instant of drama at his elbow, or the detail that 
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reveals the character of a scene more explicitly than a comprehensive view. He 
demonstrates that to the true poet football or air travel can seem as poetic as classical 
legend. (821-9) 


THE DEATH BELL. Vernon Watkins. Faber, 10s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 112 pages. 


The Selection Committee of the newly-formed Poetry Book Society have made 
this volume their first choice. The collection is divided into two categories—poems 
and ballads—but the distinction is one of form rather than of content, all of Mr. 
Watkins’s poems being records of spiritual adventures experienced during a search 
for a spiritual North-West Passage. Just as the actual North-West Passage was to 
afford an easy access to Cathay, so Mr. Watkins is in danger of secking ready-made 
formulae (mythologies, constellations, verbal poeticisms) as a means of easy attain- 
ment of sublimity. To say that this is the danger is not to suggest that Mr. Watkins 
is the victim of it: perhaps the excitement of his verse is in the adroitness with which 
he contrives hairbreadth escapes from its lethal presence. His best work makes one 
think of lucid and calm patterns hammered out of sound and light. (821-9) 


English Drama 


A DAY BY THE SEA. A Play in Three Acts. N. C. Hunter. English Theatre 
Guild, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 80 pages. 9 illustrations. 


The author of the very successful comedy, Waters of the Moon, has again provided 
excellent material for the brilliant cast chosen for the production of his new play. 
With John Gielgud both acting and directing, A Day by the Sea is still delighting 
audiences at the Theatre Royal, Haymarket, where it opened in November last. 
This time there is a melancholy note about nearly all the characters. Although not 
all failures, they are mostly ‘might-have-beens’, and the sure instinct and sympathy 
with which they are drawn deepens the feeling of frustration. The play recalls 
Chekhov throughout but lacks the direct thrust to the emotions which the great 
Russian dramatist achieved. (822-9) 


PINOCCHIO. A New Version of the Story by Carlo Collodi. Brian Way. 
With the collaboration of Warren Jenkins and the Arena Theatre Company. 
Dobson, 4s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 64 pages. Boards. (Theatre in Education) 


Collodi’s famous fairy story about a puppet who wants to become a human being 
is already well known not only in book form but as a play and a film. Here the 
original is not followed very closely, nor is a version offered to be followed rigidly 
in production. Rather has a scenario been devised for performance by adults with 
participation by children in the audience, the children becoming characters in the 
play, using their own words and actions. Throughout there are copious notes 
regarding production and acting. (822-9) 


English Essays 

SARTOR RESARTUS. ON HEROES AND HERO WORSHIP. 
Thomas Carlyle. Introduction by W. H. Hudson. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1954. 19 cm. 
492 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Everyman’s Library) 

In Sartor Resartus (‘the tailor repatched’), 1838, Carlyle pretends to be collating 

(‘repatching’) the documents of an imaginary professor, detailing the professor's 

life and his speculations on a ‘Philosophy of Clothes’. The professor regards all 

human institutions, philosophy, dogma, and literature symbolically, as vestments 

of man’s thought in addressing himself to life; they are necessary but become out- 
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moded and are pernicious when substituted for spiritual reality. The professor’s 
life story becomes Carlyle’s spiritual pilgrimage in reaching these conclusions. 
On Heroes and Hero Worship (delivered as lectures in 1840) reveals Carlyle’s belief 
that ‘what has been accomplished in this world is, at bottom, the History of the 
Great Men who have worked here’. These books, two of Carlyle’s greatest, are as 
pertinent and as provocative today as when they were written. (824°8) 


ECHOES. Compton Mackenzie. Chatto & Windus, 10s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 188 
pages. 
A collection of twenty-cight broadcasts by one of the most successful novelists of 
this century. Sir Compton Mackenzie, reviewing his —— years of life, talks 
about people, events and places that, even from his earliest childhood, have impressed 
him and often influenced his career. Although he can re-create the past, with charac- 
teristic skill, he is no prejudiced worshipper of bygone days. He assesses modern 
changes shrewdly and sympathetically and regards the future with devout optimism. 
His clear, familiar style preserves the freshness of the spoken word. (824-9) 


English Satire 
THE MASKS OF JONATHAN SWIPT. William Bragg Ewald, Jr. 
Blackwell (Oxford), 22s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 212 pages. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 


For his important satirical works Swift. devised a technique of anonymity, com- 
municating his message either under an assumed name or through a pseudo- 
autobiography such as Gulliver’s. This device was popular in an age when polemic 
flourished so vigorously, but Swift saw its potentialities more clearly his 
contemporaries for making his narrative more credible and his irony keener. 
Comparing Swift with later writers who also speak through a persona, Mr. Ewald 
concludes that despite this equivocal method Swift's true meaning is quite explicit. 
A well-argued study, somewhat overloaded with references to other authorities.

SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL. A Self-Portrait. Constructed from his own 
sayings and writings and framed with an introduction by Colin R. Coote with 
the collaboration of P. D. Bunyan. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 1954. 22 cm. 304 
pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 
An anthology of things written and said by Sir Winston on a great variety of 
subjects—among them himself, people whom he likes, others whom he dislikes, 
foreigners, the Monarchy, Parliament, Politics, the English language, human 
conduct, war, Russia, India, America and Britain. It is a rich store of pithy sayings 
and reflections drawn from experience in many fields; and from these there does 
emerge, as the editors claim, a notion of the author which may be styled a self- 
portrait, of which the outline is reinforced in an introduction by Mr. Coote, who, as 
a Member of Parliament and a journalist, has had for many years plentiful oppor- 
tunities for close study of his subject. (828-9) 


German Literature 

FRIEDRICH SCHILLER’S DRAMA. Theory and Practice. E. L. Stahl. 
Oxford University Press, 18s. 1954. 224.cm. 180 pages. Bilbiography. Index. 

Schiller’s later dramas were deeply coloured by his philosophical idealism, and his 

essays on aesthetic theory were major contributions to thought in the classical age of 

German literature. Dr. Stahl, concerned not to reassess the dramatist’s doctrines, 
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but to trace their relation to his practice, interprets the plays in the light of Schiller’s 
expressed views, stressing in particular the behaviour of the principal dramatic 
characters. This scholarly study, which not only examines Schiller’s artistic intentions, 
but also considers the working of the creative imagination, touches upon a problem 
which is of interest to all students of literature. (832-6) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


THE DECISIVE BATTLES OF THE WESTERN WORLD and their 
Influence upon History. Vol. I. From the Earliest Times to the Battle of Lepanto. 
J. F. C. Fuller. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 30s. 1954. 23 cm. 616 pages. 34 maps and 
diagrams. Index. 

This first volume of a detailed study of the whole subject of the history of war 

covers selected campaigns in the Mediterranean lands and South-West Asia from 

480 B.C. to 1571; the second, extending from the defeat of the Armada to Waterloo, 

will concern itself mainly with lands bordering the Atlantic; the third, ranging from 

the American Civil War to the Battle of Leyte Gulf in 1944, will illustrate how the 
progress of industry, science and locomotion has increasingly widened the areas of 
conflict. Each Battle chapter is prefaced with a chronicle of preceding events, 
describing how the wars, campaigns and battles arose and how they were shaped 
by their political origins. The eminence of General Fuller as a military historian is a 
guarantee of the standard of the work. (900) 


THE END OF TIME. Joseph Pieper. Translated from the German by Michael 
Bullock. Faber, 10s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 158 pages. Notes. Index. 
The German Catholic philosopher, whom T. S. Eliot first introduced to the British 
public, has written a profound ‘Meditation on the Philosophy of History’. This 
is a subject to which increasing attention is being paid; but Pieper is distinguished 
from most other modern thinkers in his insistence that the inner meaning of history 
is disclosed not so much to philosophy as to theology. History is meaningless unless 
it is conceived as having an ‘end’; and while the end cannot be rationally cognised 
its nature is revealed in prophecy and faith. The book is remarkable for its inter- 
weaving of abstract reasoning with concrete instances. (901) 


THE ANNUAL REGISTER. A Review of Public Events at Home and 
Abroad for the year 1953. Edited by Ivison S. Macadam assisted by Hugh 
Latimer. Longmans, 63s. 1954. 23 cm. 488 pages. 2 maps. Tables. Index. 

Many specialists have contributed to this review of public events in 1953. Part I 

deals with the History of the United Kingdom and includes chapters on the periods 

of the East Coast Floods, the Coronation, the Korean Truce, and the final quarter of 

the year in which the Prime Minister returned to office after a brief illness. Part II 

deals with the Commonwealth and Part III with foreign history. Part IV contains a 

chronicle of world events, a retrospect of British literature, art and science in 1953; 

a review of finance, trade and industry, and law; a Public Documents section; and 

obituaries. (905-8) 


THE HISTORIAN’S CRAFT. Marc Bloch. Translated from the French by 
Peter Putnam. Introduction by Joseph R. Strayer. Manchester University Press 
(Manchester), 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 220 pages. 

Tragedy surrounds this little book, tragedy enough to give it a place in historical 

literature. Its author, a professor in the University of Paris, was a soldier in World

War L. He was recalled for service in 1939, was demobilised shortly after the fall of 
France, became active in the resistance movement, and in 1944 was captured, 
tortured, and executed by the Germans. France lost in Bloch a fine intellect, and his 
works are in high repute. But this book deserves attention for its own merits. 
Without the facilities to pursue his researches after demobilisation, Bloch sought an 
antidote to the sorrows and anxieties of those dreadful years by putting together 
his reflections on the historian’s craft. The book was not completed, but what there 
is deserves consideration from anyone interested in historical writing because of its 
eminent sanity, wisdom, and originality. (907) 


Travel and Topography 


THE VOYAGE OF THE CAP PILAR. Adrian Seligman. Pan Books, 2s.6d. 
1954. 18 cm. 254 pages. 9 photographs. 12 maps. Paper covers. 


An account of going round the world under sail—between the wars—in the aged 
French barquentine, Cap Pilar, 150 tons, with, originally, a ship’s company of 
eighteen men and one woman, the captain’s wife. This is a light-hearted, factual 
and, in many ways, instructive record of adventure by sea. It was first published in 
1939. (910-45) 


THE SOUTH DEVON COAST. A Guide to its Scenery and Architecture, 
History and Antiquities. $. H. Burton. Werner Laurie, 16s. 1954. 22}. cm. 182 
pages. Frontispiece in colour. 16 photographs. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

The author of The North Devon Coast provides a highly satisfactory sequel to it in 

this detailed and scholarly account of one of the warmest and best-beloved littorals 

of the English Channel. So far it can still be regarded as unspoilt, though some of its 
holiday resorts are becoming hideously overgrown and the lovely combes running 

down to the sea are infested with cars in the summer season wherever there is a 

practicable road. The chapters on the geology and proto-history of the area are 

particularly valuable. The really excellent photographs have not in all cases been 

impeccably reproduced. (914:2) 


GUIDE TO THE THAMES FROM PUTNEY TO CRICKLADE. 
With Notes on Navigation, Sculling, Punting, Sailing, Motor-Boating, Camping, 
Motoring, River Regattas, a full Description of the River and a Guide for Thames 
Anglers. 6th edition. Ward, Lock, 6s. 1954. 17cm. 192 pages. 13 photographs. 
5 maps. Index. Boards. 

Of recent years the Thames has returned to favour as a source of recreation, and 

this new edition of an essentially practical guide gives boating parties, anglers, tow- 

path walkers, and steamer passengers excellent and up-to-date advice and information, 
together with a detailed description of what is to be seen on or near the river-banks. 

Oxford is treated in a separate volume of the series. One misses a paragraph about 

canoeing and a description of the State Apartments of Windsor Castle. The 

photographs are well chosen, and the maps ideal for the purpose. (914:2) 


PEAKLAND. Crichton Porteous. Hale, 18s. 1954. 22 cm. 272 pages. 25 photo- 
graphs. Sketch map. Index. (Regional Books) 

This volume, one of the best, perhaps the best, of a popular series, is packed with 

information about the North Derbyshire highlands, the first area to be selected as a 

National Park. And what a wealth of material to draw upon! To mention only 

a few of the subjects here so lovingly treated: Chatsworth (seat of the Dukes of 
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Devonshire) and the incomparable Haddon Hall, Matlock and Buxton spas, Kinder 
Scout (the highest point in the Peak district), the ‘shivering’ Mam Tor, and the other 
grim fells; hill-walking and rock-climbing; the valleys of the Dove and the Manifold, 
supreme among the lovely rivers; the disused lead mines and the only too prosperous 
limestone quarries; the early canals and railways; and how a drystone wall is 
made. (914-2) 


INTRODUCING YUGOSLAVIA. Lovett F. Edwards. Methuen, 18s. 1954. 
20} cm. 268 pages. 23 photographs. Endpaper maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Most English guide-books to Yugoslavia tend to be superficial, but Mr. Edwards 
has lived fiftcen years in the country and has a really exceptional knowledge of 
Yugoslav history, topography, art, architecture, food and wine, as well as a wealth 
of personal anecdote and a very readable style. Most of this book deals with the 
Adriatic coastal regions, but the Serbian and Macedonian monasteries, Bosnia, 
Belgrade, Zagreb and Slovenia are adequately treated. (914°97) 


TIBETAN JOURNEY. George N. Patterson. Faber, 15s. 1954. 224m. 232 
pages. 16 photographs. 2 sketch maps. Index. 
Mr. Patterson, a missionary on the China-Tibet borderland, describes a journey 
from Batang to Sadiya in northern Assam, just before the Chinese invasion of 
Tibet. The winter journey across the deeply incised valleys of the great rivers of south- 
east Asia was severe and sometimes alarming, but he was fortunate in that he was 
officially approved and helped by the Tibetans. His portrait of the Tibetans does not 
differ greatly from that of other travellers: a friendly, cheerful and hardy people, 
for the most part desperately poor, scourged by disease, and at the mercy of an 
arbitrary and callous hierarchy. A frank and arresting account of an unusual 
experience. (915-15) 


AFRICA ON A TIGHTROPE. Henry Gibbs. Jarrolds, 16s. 1954. 22 cm. 
218 pages. 26 photographs. Bibliography. 
Africa today is full of problems—economic, social, and political—and in this book 
Henry Gibbs, whose Twilight in South Africa was published in 1949, summarises the 
contemporary situation. It is too vast a subject to cover in 200 pages without some 
over-simplification and superficiality, but this is, nevertheless, a useful survey for 
the general reader, by one who rejects alike the extreme claims of African Nationalists 
and those of the exponents of white domination. (916) 


SUDAN DAYS AND WAYS. H. C. Jackson. Macmillan, 18s. 1954. 224 cm. 
278 pages. 28 photographs. Map. 
After a small spate of books on the public affairs of the Sudan, this first-hand 
account of the relations between a member of the administrative service and the 
tribes and individuals with whom his work brought him into contact is very 
welcome. Mr. Jackson writes informally and with humour of his experiences in four 
of the provinces of the Sudan. His book is full of varied interest and entertainment; 
and it manages to convey to the reader both the trying conditions of life in the Sudan 
in the first half of the Anglo-Egyptian period and the attraction which made service 
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BEYOND THE PACK ICE. Peter and Vi Digby. Jenkins, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 
186 pages. 27 photographs. Map in text. Endpaper maps. 

An unpretentious and straightforward account of a somewhat unusual experience. 

The authors are marine biologists who spent a year at Scoresby Sound, east Greenland, 

to study the plankton of Arctic waters, often in unpleasant and dangerous conditions. 

They give just sufficient detail to explain the scientific background, and concentrate 

on domestic life, diet, and social intercourse with their Greenlander neighbours.

THE WHITE DESERT. The Official Account of the Norwegian-British- 
Swedish Antarctic Expedition. John Giaever. With contributions by Gordon de

The official record of this expedition (1949-52) by its Norwegian leader covers the 

preparations in Oslo, Stockholm and London, the voyage in the Norsel, the establish- 

ment of the base on the shelf ice at Maudheim, the scientific work and daily routine 
there through two winters, and the summer expeditions into the interior by glacio- 
logists, geologists, meteorologists and surveyors, whose own accounts oF their 
pe nah 04 together with those of the first air unit, are given in appendices. 

Though soberly written, it is an enthralling and at times dramatic story, illustrated 

with excellent photographs and very well translated. (919°9) 


Biography 
PETRUS BOREL, THE LYCANTHROPE. His Life and Times. Enid 
Starkie. Faber, 21s. 1954. 22} cm. 220 pages. 6 plates. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
Petrus Borel, self-styled ‘man-wolf’, called by Théophile Gautier ‘most perfect 
specimen of the Romantic ideal’, wrote poems, prose-poems, and one long novel, 
Madame Putiphar. Undoubtedly he influenced the young Baudelaire. Dr. Starkie 
even claims that ‘all subsequent schools of poetry found inspiration in his writings’. 
She relates the sad story of his life, the brief triumph, subsequent oblivion and death 
in Algeria. Skilfully evoking the Paris of the 1830s (with the Jockey Club, Dandies, 
Carnival and the Plague), her book provides a fascinating introduction to the study 
of the French Romantic movement, and the exuberant eccentrics who helped to 
create it. (92) 


THOMAS BRAY. H. P. Thompson. S.P.C.K., 12s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 128 pages. 
Frontispiece in colour. Bibliography. Index. 
Thomas Bray was the founder of the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge 
and of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, and during his life (1658-1730) 
he proved himself to be a leader in Christian education, an ardent apologist for 
missionary work, a pioneer in the provision of libraries for the clergy, and a man 
who combined spiritual vision with marked executive ability. This excellent 
biography is based in part upon new sources of information, notably parish registers, 
two copies of his Accounts and papers bequeathed to Sion College by Bray. A 
satisfactory ‘life’ has now at last been written. (92) 


ALL THIS AND A MEDAL TOO. Tim Carew. Constable, 15s. 1954. 22 cm. 
262 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 


The autobiography of ten years of a young man’s life. From school to a cadetship 
in the City of London Police, then a trooper in the Royal Horse Guards on the 
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outbreak of war, an early volunteer for the paratroopers, followed by active service 
in Burma as an officer of the Gurkha Rifles—all serve as a background to an enter- 
taining account told in a lively and expressive style. After the war the author 
continued service in Java and for another two years he fought against bandits in 
Malaya, and a brief narrative of this period concludes a good story. (92) 


LIFE SO FAR. Wilson Harris. Cape, 21s. 1954. 23 cm. 322 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. Index. 
The autobiography of an eminent journalist may be expected to make good reading. 
These memoirs of ‘Janus’, diplomatic correspondent, editor of The Spectator from 
1932 to 1953, and one-time Independent Member of Parliament for Cambridge 
University, are no disappointment. The opening chapters, with reminiscences of 
childhood and school days in the West Country, recall vividly the middle-class 
way of life in the late nineteenth century. The rest of the book not only traces Mr. 
Harris’s own notable career but is also, in a sense, a history of his time, with personal 
recollections of the many European statesmen, politicians and writers whom he 
has met. (92) 


ANGELICA. The Portrait of an Eighteenth-century Artist. Adeline Hartcup. 
Heinemann, 21s. 1954. 224m. 224 pages. 35 illustrations. Endpaper drawing. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Angelica Kauffmann (1741-1807) was a Swiss-born painter who settled in London, 

becoming one of the only two foundation members of the Royal Academy and a 

valued member of a fashionable circle which included Sir Joshua Reynolds, Fuseli and 

the Adam brothers. Extravagantly praised in her lifetime, Angelica Kauffmann 
is chiefly remembered today Ee her decorative ceiling and wall paintings in houses 
designed by Robert Adam, with whose delicate neo-classical style her own tempera- 
ment had much in common. This pleasantly written life of one of the earliest successful 
women painters fills a gap in late eighteenth century studies, as the only other two 
English works on Angelica Kauffmann are now unobtainable. It is generously 
illustrated with examples of her portraits. (92) 


THE MEMOIRS OF A BUCCANEER. Being the Wondrous and 
Unrepentant Account of the Prodigious Adventures and Amours of King 
Louis XIV’s Loyal Servant Louis Adhémar Timothée Le Golif, known for his 
singular wound as Borgnefesse, Captain of the Buccancers, told by himself. Edited 
by G. Alaux and A. t’Serstevens, and translated from the French by Malcolm Barnes. 
Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 236 pages. Facsimile of MS. Map. 


In his introduction the French novelist, M. t’Serstevens, states that this book is 
abridged from a manuscript which was discovered during the destruction of St. Malo 
in 1944. It relates in the first person the extraordinary adventures of a seventeenth 
century French buccaneer in the West Indies and the Caribbean—a tale of wild 
fighting and looting, rape and carousal, by land and sea, written in frank and lively 
style. The original appeared in Paris in 1952 as Cahiers de Louis Adhémar Timothée 
le Golif. (92) 


FAR, FAR FROM HOME. Ruth McKenney. Hart-Davis, 9s.6d. 1954. 19 cm, 
200 pages. 

A light-hearted account of her two years’ residence in Brussels with her husband and 

three children by an author with an eye for the ludicrous and a pleasing ability to 
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see a joke against herself and her compatriots. Language difficulties and hopelessly 
wrong preconceptions about each other by both Belgians and Americans lead to 
hilarious adventures, for example, the children find themselves incorrectly enrolled 
in a school for the sub-normal and the Flemish cook, shocked by what she regards 
as the culinary monstrosity of a traditional American Christmas dinner, produces 
a wholly memorable but far from orthodox meal. (92) 


THE LIFE OF JOHN STUART MILL. Michael St. John Packe. Secker & 
Warburg, 42s. 1954. 254 cm. $84 pages. 10 plates. Note on sources. Notes. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

In many ways John Stuart Mill (1806-73) was a romantic figure, and it is extraordinary 

that no full-scale life of him should have appeared until now. Certain reviewers 

have confessed that the ‘whole truth’ about Mill and his relations with Harriet 

Taylor has brought disillusionment. Many readers will take an opposite view. Mill 

was a great thinker whose views were softened and deepened by contact with one 

of the most powerful female personalities of the pre-Emancipation epoch. Mr. 

Packe’s book combines scholarship with human understanding, and it is no 

exaggeration to say that he has filled a yawning gap in nineteenth century biography.

ANTONIO PEREZ, ‘SPANISH TRAITOR’. Gregorio Marajfién. 
Translated from the Spanish by Charles David Ley. Hollis & Carter, 42s. 1954. 
244 cm. 396 pages. 17 plates. Bibliography. Index. 

A careful and readable translation of an outstanding biographical study. It omits 

some lengthy passages as being of interest primarily to Spanish readers, and the story 

is simpler for that. It is still an elaborate account, by far the best in existence, of the 
period of power, the fall and persecution, of this Secretary of Philip II, of modest 
birth, strange personal charm, great ability and freely indulged capacity for evil. 

The whole age is depicted, Philip II, successive Popes and Churchmen, the Princess 

of Eboli, Don John of Austria, Queen Elizabeth, Essex. The English reader will 

find a special interest in all this since it is put down from the point of view of a 

Spaniard, wise, learned and convincing. It reminds the reader of a great canvas by 

El Greco. (92) 


SIR WILLIAM PETTY. Portrait of a Genius. E. Strauss. Bodley Head, 25s. 
19$4. 22} cm. 260 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
Sir William Petty (1623-87) is well known to students of the seventeenth century as 
a political economist and statistician, doctor and public servant, an original Fellow 
of the Royal Society, a friend of Hobbes and Pepys, and an astute man of business 
who laid the foundations of the Lansdowne family. As this book is based entirely on 
printed sources it adds no new facts on Petty’s life, but it is a serious attempt to study 
his contributions to science, political arithmetic, and social thought. An agreeable 
introduction to a lively mind, giving an interesting picture of some aspects of 
seventeenth century life. (92) 


ONLY PARENT. Louise Dickinson Rich. Hale, 12s.6d. 1954. 22$cm. 192 
pages. 

The author, who lives in a remote district in Maine, U.S.A., was suddenly left a 

widow with two children. There was a boy, Rufus, and a girl, Dinah, with five 

years’ difference between them. Her story is that of her life as a lone parent, bringing 

these children up. At the time of writing they were fifteen and ten, and an infinite 
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pleasure to their mother. “Things are more fun with you’, said Rufus one day: 
that was the supreme reward for much ardour; it is also the reader’s reward in a 


zestful and plucky book. (92) 


HENRY MARSHALL TORY: Beloved Canadian. E. A. Corbett. Ryerson 
Press (Toronto, Canada), $5-00. 1954. 214 cm. 254 pages. 13 plates. Index. 
Dr. Tory (1864-1947) was a man of great ability whom a colleague described as 
‘Canadian statesman-at-large for both science and education’. Among other things, 
he was President of the University of Alberta 1908-28 and (at the age of 77) of 
Carleton College, Ottawa, a prime mover in the ‘Khaki University’ of World 
War I which helped to prepare many thousands of men for return to civilian life, 
and President of the National Research Council of Canada. One of the most 
interesting chapters in the book is that on his activities as Director of the National 
Research Laboratories. His greatest contribution to Canadian life lies perhaps in 
the effect of his kindliness, wisdom and brilliance upon thousands of Canadian 
students.

BENGAL LANCER. F. Yeats-Brown. Dobson, 7s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 222 pages. 
(Twentieth Century Classics) 


Bengal Lancer first appeared in 1930. Its interest remains twofold. It affords a dazzling 
glimpse of what might be called the Sahib’s India of the immediate post-Kipling 
era, covering the years immediately before the First World War and those which 
followed on from it, as seen through the eyes of an officer in a smart mounted 
regiment; and it gives the reader an insight into the wisdom and practice of Eastern 
Yoga, ‘the union of the body of the disciple with the visible world and of his spirit 
with the cosmic consciousness’. The combination of easy reading and metaphysical 
ideas is uncommon and valuable. (92)

ROYAL AIR FORCE 1939-45. Vol. Il. The Fight Avails. Denis Richards 
and Hilary St. George Saunders. H.M. Stationery Office, 13s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 
426 pages. 23 photographs. 19 maps and diagrams. Glossary. Index. 
Covering the period from the end of 1941 until the beginning of 1944, the book 
starts with a sober account of the gallant but hopeless struggle in Malaya by a few 
ill-equipped squadrons against the numerous and more efficient Japanese forces 
prior to the fall of Singapore. We then hear of the part played by Coastal Command 
at this time, and of the long grim battle between Bomber Command and the German 
industrial towns and the Ruhr. But the main part of this informative history deals 
with the ebb and flow of the fighting in North Africa, ending with our great 
victories there, and subsequently the successful invasions of Sicily and Italy. The 
results of the correct use of air power in these latter campaigns are clearly shown.

UNDERGROUND FROM POSEN. Michael Duncan. Kimber, 12s.6d. 
1954. 22$.cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Plan. Diagram. Endpaper map. 
The author was taken prisoner at Cassel in May 1940, when his regiment was fighting 
a rearguard action to the coast. After a short spell in Germany he was sent with a 
large number of other officers to the notorious prison camp at Posen in Poland, the 
underground Fort VIII, where batches of new arrivals were packed into cramped 
dungeons without any addition to the already meagre rations. Later he was trans- 
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ferred to Oflag VB at Biberach, where he regained his freedom. The story of his 
escape and his travels through Germany, Switzerland, France and Spain to Gibraltar 
abounds in excitement, humour and sometimes tragedy. (940-547)

DIGEST OF BRITISH HISTORY. Louise and Peter Cochrane. Newman 
Neame, 10s.6d. 1954. 184m. 128 pages. Numerous illustrations. Map. Index. 


This book is designed to give a sufficient review of British history, from Norman 
times to the present day, to enable a visitor to places of historical interest to appreciate 
the significance of ‘guide-book information’ and to obtain a sense of historical 
continuity. The reign of each monarch is outlined with the events, persons and 
policies that shaped each period characteristically. Changes in fashions, and architecture 
and in social, economic and cultural life are indicated. There are many well-produced 
and apposite illustrations. Many readers other than sightseers should find this book 


useful. (942) 


THE TORRINGTON DIARIES. A Selection from the Tours of the Hon. 
John Byng (later Fifth Viscount Torrington) between the years 1781 and 1794. 
Edited with an introduction by C. Bruyn Andrews and abridged into one volume 
by Fanny Andrews.

These English travel diaries were originally published between 1934 and -1938 in 
four illustrated volumes. They were welcomed as a fresh source of considerable 
importance for the social history of the eighteenth century, and the diarist took 
his place with Pepys, Boswell, and Parson Woodforde. In the original edition the 
tours were arranged in the order in which the manuscripts were discovered. In this 
new edition they are placed in their chronological sequence. There has been some 
judicious cutting, and some emendations in the notes. (942-07) 


Russia 
RUSSIA BY THE BACK DOOR. Leon Maks. Translated from the Polish 
by Rosamond Batchelor. Sheed & Ward, 15s. 1954. 21 cm. 272 pages. Map. 


Among some 500,000 Poles deported by the Russians in 1940 to unknown destinations 
in the East was the head of the Polish Resistance Movement, General Tokarzewski. 
The author, and a courageous woman companion, were entrusted with the mission 
of finding the General and organising his rescue. The obvious eye-witness accounts of 
people and conditions encountered during their dangerous and fruitless journeys 
throughout Russia reveal the terror and tragedy of the lives of a vast section of 
humanity. The reader should, however, remember that the intrepid author was 
of necessity preoccupied with concentration camps and with evading the Soviet 
Secret Police. As a picture of Soviet life the book is thus bound to be one-sided.

JAPAN’S NEW ORDER IN EAST ASIA. Its Rise and Fall 1937-45. 
F. C. Jones. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs 
and the Institute of Pacific Relations, 38s. 1954. 22 cm. $10 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 


Dr. F. C. Jones, Reader in History in the University of Bristol, has written the 
definitive account of Japan’s part in the history of the world from 1937-45. Her 
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attempt to impose a ‘new order’ in Asia, her relations with Germany, and her part 
in the war are all analysed with great clarity and thoroughness. The author has used the 
tremendous collections of documents of the International Military Tribunal for 
the Far East (in Harvard Law Library) as well as those of the Nuremberg Tribunal 
and the United States Congressional Inquiry into the attack on Pearl Harbour. 
He interprets this material and in each controversy makes clear his views, and, while 
rarely making a statement of fact without giving chapter and verse, he succeeds in 
writing a clear, progressive, uncluttered narrative. (952-033) 


India 

THE ENGLISH FACTORIES IN INDIA (New Series). Vol. III. Bombay, 
Surat, and Malabar Coast. Sir Charles Fawcett. Oxford University Press, 50s. 
1954. 224m. 484 pages. 3 plates. 2 maps. Index. 


This valued series of year by year records of the early days of the East India Company 
continues the great historical series begun many years ago under the editorship 
of the late Sir William Foster. Sir Charles Fawcett began editing the ‘New Series’ 
in 1933, and had prepared four volumes before his death two years ago; the fourth 
will appear later. This third volume deals with the affairs of Bombay, Surat, and the 
Malabar Coast in the years 1678-84. John Child, kinsman of Sir Josiah Child the 
financier, and Captain Keigwin of Bombay, are the two best known names of 
the period, the outstanding event of which was the curious mutiny of the Bombay 
garrison which held out for a year against the Company, in the name of the King 
of England.

BURMA UNDER THE JAPANESE. Pictures and Portraits. Thakin Nu. 
Edited and translated from the Burmese, with introduction, by J. S. Furnivall.

Who. Index. 


Thakin Nu is the Prime Minister of Burma and is well known for his interest outside 
politics in literature and the arts. Here he tells the story, from first-hand knowledge, 
of the occupation of Burma by the Japanese. It is a vividly written and absorbing 
book quite apart from its value as a source of information to students of current 
affairs.

INSIDE GOVERNMENT HOUSE. As told by Colonel H. Willis-O’Connor 
to Madge MacBeth. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4-00. 1954. 204 cm. 
170 pages. Illustrations. 


The principal Aide to five very different governors-general of Canada here gives 
intimate pictures of their life and work. We meet his great friend Lord Byng, 
admired at large for his sterling soldierly qualities but at home also for his strange 
old clothes; the vice-regal Willingdons fresh from ceremonial New Delhi; the 
conscientious Bessborough and lovely Lady Bessborough; the scholarly Lord 
Tweedsmuir fighting constant ill health; the Earl of Athlone with the charmin: 

Princess Alice. In spite of the constitutional limitations of their position, they on 
did something for Canada and Colonel Willis-O’Connor, in his ‘social soldiering’ 
helped them do it. (971) 
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United States of America 
THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 1775-1783. John Richard Alden. 
Hamish Hamilton, 30s. 1954. 21}cm. 314 pages. 32 photographs. 11 maps. 
Bibliography. Index. (New American Nation) 
Although complete in itself, this book is one of a new series planned to provide 
both the general reader and the student with a new synthesis of American history 
in some forty volumes. In dealing with the momentous events whereby the colonists 
broke away from the mother country, Professor Alden reveals the great changes 
which have come over their interpretation as a result of the active researches of the 
last fifty years. Making use of historical materials not available to earlier scholars 
he gives a fresh account of the military conduct of the war, combining with it the 
broader social and economic issues on which so much work has been done. While 
accepting most of the new views, he believes that the thought and conduct of the 
American patriots are defensible, and that the Declaration of Independence is in 
the last analysis justifiable. (973°3) 


WOODROW WILSON AND THE PROGRESSIVE’ ERA, 
1910-1917. Arthur S. Link. Hamish Hamilton, 30s. 1954. 214 cm. 352 pages.

For the last fifty years the twenty-seven volumes of The American Nation have been 
the common recourse of every student of American history. These are now to be 
replaced by a new series of some forty volumes, of which this is one of the first two 
to be published. It is an admirable book, lucid, independent, and dispassionate. 
Based throughout upon a wide knowledge of the sources, it makes intelligible 
much that has hitherto been difficult to understand; and it is an excellent specimen 
of the scientific treatment of recent and still highly controversial events. (973-91)

A MARSHLAND OMNIBUS. S. L. Bensusan. Duckworth, 21s. 1954. 22 cm. 
$40 pages. Frontispiece in colour. Index of characters., 


For over fifty years Mr. Bensusan has been writing tales of the Essex Marshes and 
the best of these, written between 1898 and the present day, have been collected 
into this handsome volume. The tales, the fruit of close observation and study of 
local dialect, depict a way of life that is now virtually extinct, and provide a record 
of a time when hard work and poverty called forth self-reliance and strong personality 
to meet them. This collection has, therefore, an historical as well as a literary value. 


THE NIGHT OF THE HUNTER. Davis Grubb. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 
1954. 19 cm. 270 pages. 


The author has drawn one of the most repulsive villains in recent fiction in the 
homicidal preacher whose relentless pursuit of two small children, who alone know 
the hiding place of the proceeds of a bank robbery, gradually assumes a nightmare 
quality that never relaxes its tension. The realism of the background—a settlement 
on the Ohio River—adds to the impact of a powerful story that is not for the 
squeamish. There is a particularly good character study of a woman ‘like a strong 
tree with branches for many birds’, who is the children’s salvation. 
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ONE. David Karp. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 256 pages. 


The totalitarian state has often been the target for satire, but this American writer 
puts it in a new and horrifying perspective. The régime is now a ‘benevolent state’, 
inspired by reason and justice. The chief ‘heresy’ it will not tolerate is individualism. 
The heretic, however, is not liquidated, he is merely reclaimed. Such is the fate of 
Professor Burden, a loyal enough citizen, himself a government informer, but a 
potential danger to the state. The council of inquisitors, by means of drugs, hypnotism 
and suggestion of the most insidious and fiendish sort, entirely erase this man’s 
personality, transforming him, almost, into a conditioned and ‘harmless’ member 
of society—almost, but not quite. This sinister and thought-provoking narrative is the 
more telling for its detached and icily logical presentation; but its moral is that 
the natural dignity of the individualist can never be truly suppressed. 


THE VIOLET CROWN. An Athenian Autobiography. G. R. Levy. Faber, 
12s.6d. 1954. 21 cm. 196 pages. Frontispiece. Map. Genealogical table. Notes. 
The years of greatness and decline of fifth century Athens are presented here through 
the members of a great political family. The narrator is Deinomache, the mother of 
Alcibiades, the spoiled favourite of the Athenians, who grew up as the ward 
of Pericles. Our knowledge of these and other contemporary figures, recorded in 
Thucydides, Plato and Plutarch, is skilfully worked into the narrative. In general 
Miss Levy does not concern herself with historical detail or local colour so much as 
with re-creating the feelings and the motives of her character. In this difficult feat she 

is extremely successful, as also in suggesting the Athenian political background. 


ONLY FADE AWAY. Bruce Marshall. Constable, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 334 
pages. 

Mr. Marshall’s hero, Strang Methuen—a real hero, unlike most leading characters 
in modern novels—is persecuted from school days and throughout his career as a 
professional soldier by the bully Hermiston. As a result, Methuen’s career is a failure. 
This is a strange book, a parable about the good and the clever of the world which 
has the probity to assert that the clever nearly always win. It is not a ‘nice’ book, 
but it is a brave one. 


THE RIVER OF FIRE (Le Fleuve de Feu). Frangois Mauriac. Translated from 
the French by Gerard Hopkins. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 
160 pages. 

This early work of M. Mauriac’s (it first appeared in Paris in 1923) explores the 

subject of sin with characteristic acuity. The situation is simple—a young libertine 

secking refuge from a pursuing ex-mistress in a hotel in the Pyrenees determines to 
seduce a fellow-guest whom he supposes to be a virgin, only to find that, despite her 
piety, she is as great a sensualist as he is himself. Every step in the progress of this 
dark relationship is subjected to unsparing scrutiny and the result is an impressive 

—almost clinical—study of the mechanism of sex from a religious moralist’s point 

of view. 


SOLDIER, SAIL NORTH. James Pattinson. Harrap, tos.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
224 pages. Harrap for the British Publishers’ Guild, 2s.6d. 174 cm. 224 pages. Paper 
bound. (Guild Originals) 


The wartime convoys to North Russia were notoriously the hardest tests of endurance 
in their kind. This novel concerns itself with a journey to Murmansk and back in 
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the freighter Golden Ray. She was battered and ancient, and she was defended by a 
group of soldiers drawn from the Maritime Royal Artillery, and by a handful of 
sailor colleagues. The private stories of these gunners is intertwined with the progress 
and disasters of the convoy itself. The writing is practised, and the background is 
convincingly filled in. 


ALEXANDRE CHENEVERT. Gabrielle Roy. Librairie Beauchemin (Moutreal, 
Canada), $3-00. 1954. 20}. cm. 374 pages. 

Gabrielle Roy (winner of the Prix Femina for her novel Bon Heur d’Occasion) here 
gives us a minutely documented and almost clinical report on a middle-aged, 
neurasthenic bank teller. We view him during his usual sleepless night, his irritating 
morning at the wicket, at home, at camp, at the hospital, differing from millions 
of the rest of us only in the degree of his anxiety over the woes of mankind in distant 
lands and his constant annoyance over the actions of those near by. Writing with 
irony and sympathy, the author arouses and holds our interest in this unheroic 
‘everyman’. The English translation will be published in October as The Cashier 
(McClelland & Stewart). 


NIGHTMARES OF EMINENT PERSONS and Other Stories. Bertrand 
Russell. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 1954. 20}m. 150 pages. Illustrations by Charles 
Stewart. 

The ‘nightmares’ of Lord Russell’s new stories are all forms of fanaticism, delusion, 

and superstition as these are revealed in religion, science and politics. ‘Every dominant 

passion’, he tells us, ‘generates a dominant fear, the fear of its non-fulfilment’ and he 
shows us this fear expressing itself in a series of ‘Nightmares of Eminent Persons’ 
who include the Queen of Sheba, Thomas Bowdler, Joseph Stalin, Dean Acheson 
and President Eisenhower. These short tales are supplemented by two longer ones 

—Zahatopolk, a vision of the future in which the Red Man is the dominant master 

race, and Faith and Mountains, a description of rival religious cults. Lord Russell, 

like Jonathan Swift, castigates the follies of mankind by exaggerating them to the 
point of absurdity; though he lacks Swift’s imaginative power he has penetration 
and wit and the combination is effectively entertaining. 


VOICES IN THE HOUSE. John Sedges. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
224 pages. 

In his secure New England home an upright and well-intentioned master of the 
house becomes slowly aware of an insidious threat to his peace and comfort. This 
threat emanates from a young maidservant whose pitiful delusions lead her eventually 
to a lunatic asylum, but as the story develops it deepens and touches on the universal 
problem of how far any one person must hold himself responsible for the weakness 
and folly of another. Situation and characters are vividly imagined within their 
setting and combine to give a sharply contrasted picture of security and sanity on 
the one hand and pathetic insecurity and ultimate insanity on the other. 


A HANDFUL OF BLACKBERRIES. Ignazio Silone. Translated from the 
Italian by Darina Silone. Cape, 12s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 288 pages. 

The life of the Italian villager since the war is the theme of Signor Silone’s new 

novel. While the big landlord remains the oppressive force described with such 

brilliant satire in the past, the new threat to the liberty and human decency of the 

peasants comes from the Communist party. The story is told in an indirect allusive 

style, and is less impressive than the earlier books in its construction. The characteri- 
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sation is extremely rich and shows at its best Silone’s grasp of the conflict between 
doctrinaire revolutionary and inarticulate countryman. Irony and indignation have 
given way to compassion and understanding as the inspiration of this powerful but 


difficult novel. 


THE NEW MEN. C. P. Snow. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 320 pages. 


Lewis Eliot, who is the centre of all Mr. Snow’s thoughtful studies of modern life, 
is here seen as a temporary civil servant during the war years and just after. He is 
working in co-operation with Britain’s first atomic fission research station, where 
his younger brother, a rising nuclear physicist, is employed. The book is in the main 
an elaborate probing of the personal relationship of these two men; but the situation 
is one in which the politics of Whitchall, the private professional ambitions of the 
scientists and their public responsibility in an age of atomic warfare (with the attendant 
problem of treason) inevitably play a vital part. Mr. Snow’s somewhat flat style is 
redeemed by a cool irony—and is not, in fact, an unsuitable medium for the chaste 
definition of his sober themes. 


ANNA KARENIN. L. N. Tolstoy. Translated from the Russian and with an 
introduction by Rosemary Edmonds. Penguin Books, ss. 1954. 18 cm. 854 pages. 
Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

This new translation is a welcome addition to the Penguin Classics. It remains to be 
hoped that it will attract a wider public to read this masterpiece of world literature, 
and to recognise how little it has dated. The characters are still more alive than life 
itself, even though the psychology of Anna may have become incomprehensible to 
some twenticth century minds. The translation is not inferior to Mrs. Garnett’s, 
though less accurate than Aylmer Maude’s. In aiming at colloquial and up-to-date 
language it sacrifices some of Tolstoy’s shades of meaning and breaks the rhythm 
of his better sentences. But these minor defects will probably not be noticed by those 
who have not read the Russian original.

ALL GLORIOUS WITHIN. Bruce Marshall. Pan Books, 2s. 1954. 18 cm. 
190 pages. Paper covers. 

This well-known book (first published in 1944) recounts the life of a Roman Catholic 
priest in the poor quarter of a Scottish city during the first half of this century. An 
educated man, he yet possesses a simple faith that brings him into conflict not only 
with the Presbyterian population but also sometimes with the outlook of his own 
church. He survives as a man and priest, however, through his bravery, humour and 
humility. Mr. Marshall is an expert story-teller and he knows how to make theology 
entertaining without sacrificing its essential seriousness.

Fiction 
NO PLACE FOR PONIES. Primrose Cumming. Dent, 9s.6d. 1954. 194 cm. 
222 pages. Frontispiece in colour and black-and-white illustrations by Maurice 
Tulloch. 
A po written story which will appeal to the pony addict of ten to thirteen. 
When the Dare family leave their large farm to help with a boarding-house for 
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children in the Sussex Weald the two girls are worried about how they will manage 
to look after their ponies in surroundings unfavourable in various ways. Newcomers 
and boarders are at first hostile towards each other, but soon become united in a 
Secret Society sworn, unbeknownst to the grown-ups, to save an old mare from 
the knackers. Their activities towards this end—which contain some anxious moments 
—are lively and not too improbable. 


DAUNTLESS IN DANGER. Peter Dawlish. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 
1954. 20} cm. 190 pages. Illustrations by P. A. Jobson. 


The five boys who own the Dauntless, a fifty-foot fishing craft, are skilful enough 
now to take her to sea by themselves. They set out from Cornwall to sail her around 
Britain; they are tricked into taking a sixth boy with them against his will, and many 
exciting adventures follow before he comes to enjoy life at sea and his unscrupulous 
step-father is outwitted. Both author and artist are experienced seamen, so that the 
details are as accurate as the story is absorbing. This is the sixth Dauntless book, 
one of the best, and complete in itself. For ages eleven and above. 


SHIFTA! R. Forbes-Watson. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 190 
pages. Illustrations by Joan Kiddell-Monroe. 


Mr. Forbes-Watson is the author of a very unusual book, Ambari! His second 
African story is about a Somali lad of fourteen and his family, whose herds of camels 
provide them with a living, and it is full of interesting background detail. The 
“Shifta’ are marauders from over the Abyssinian border, who attack the Somali 
tribesmen as well as stealing their beasts, and the boy Farah becomes involved in a 
savage and exciting encounter with them; there is also a private vendetta between 
Farah’s uncle and a Shifta enemy of long standing. The tale is vividly told, and 
should interest boys from twelve to fourteen. 


THE KING’S CORSAIR. René Guillot. Translated from the French by 
Geoffrey Trease. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 222 pages. Illustrations 
by Pierre Rousseau. 


M. Guillot is a distinguished French writer of children’s stories, and his translator 
is the author of Grey Adventurer, Cue for Treason and other favourites among children. 
M. Guillot’s hero is called “Luke the Whaler’. In the time of Louis XIV he earns the 
title of ‘King’s Corsair’ through his exploits and adventures in the Spanish Main, 
with a stolen ship and a rascally crew. Luke has many attractive qualities, though he 
lacks the gift for keeping his ill-earned wealth. His story is well designed to appeal 
to boys from fourteen to sixteen or even a trifle older. 


HIDDEN HARBOUR. Kathrene Pinkerton. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 1954. 204 cm. 
192 pages. 

A closely written, near-adult story of life in the south-east Alaskan islands in 1910-11. 
Hidden Harbour is an inlet where the stalwart Baird family are struggling to make 
a living in the best way they can—handlogging timber, growing vegetables and, 
chiefly, exploiting the resources of a motor boat that Spence, the eldest son, comes 
by in curious circumstances and puts into commission. For boys from fifteen onwards 
who appreciate a tough and realistic approach, the book offers much detailed 
information about life with boats, bear hunting, and the local canning industry, 
with a glimpse of a family of Indians. 
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THE BUDDS OF PARAGON ROW. Marjorie A. Sindall. Heinemann, 
8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 158 pages. 13 illustrations. 


Eleven-year-old Vicky leads a happy life with her brother, Mal, for companion 
and her fat, jolly mother to make things cheerful for them, even though they are 
poor and Mrs. Budd has to go out cleaning to support them. But troubles come thick 
and fast when Mrs. Budd has an accident and Mal takes to bad company and ends 
up in a Juvenile Court. The disgrace brings him to his senses and he becomes a 
willing helper in the Children’s Theatre which Vicky has joined and where she 
distinguishes herself in a leading part. This homely story is a genuine slice of life 
and children of eleven to fourteen should enjoy it for its human qualities. 


TOM SAWYER and HUCKLEBERRY FINN. Mark Twain. Introduction 
by Christopher Morley. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1954. 184m. 448 pages. Map. 
Bibliographical note. (Everyman’s Library) 

These two picaresque stories of boyish adventures have become American classics 
since they were written in 1876 and 1884 respectively. The stories are complete in 
themselves, but the adventure theme, in a different vein, with some of the same 
characters, continues in the second story. Tom’s dramatic leanings for pirate games 
in the first story does indeed lead, among other excitements, to hidden treasure. In 
the second, Huck escapes from his reprobate father to a life on a Mississippi raft 
with an escaped slave whom Tom, with unnecessary drama, sets free. Exuberantly 
written, both books are notable for their scenic descriptions and portrayal of the 
rough riverside communities. 


Non-Fiction 
THE STORY OF NURSING. Jean McKinlay Calder. Methuen, 8s.6d. 


1954. 21$cm. 80 pages. Illustrations by Roy Spencer. Bibliography. Index. 
(Methuen’s Outlines) 


The author, formerly Chief Nursing Officer, London County Council, narrates 
very engagingly the history of nursing from primitive times, through Christian 
nursing, military nursing orders, to the specialisation and international organisations 
of today; each phase is illustrated by lively and well-chosen line drawings. For 
children from eleven to fourteen. 


PAN STEVENS: SECRETARY. Pamela Hawken. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 1954. 
19 cm. 192 pages. (Career Books for Girls) 


For girls in their late teens the author tells the story of Pan Stevens who wants to 
become a really efficient secretary. She has much to learn before she does, but she is 
quick to learn and, finally, after a disappointing beginning in a typing pool, followed 
by failure as secretary to an author, she finds her feet in a press monitoring service 
and achieves her ambition. Her story is both sensible and plausible, and the aspirant 
to a secretary's post will earn from it what is expected of a good secretary and how 
rewarding such a job can be. 


HUMPHRY DAVY: ‘Pilot’ of Penzance. James Kendall. Faber, 10s.6d. 1954. 
21 cm. 166 pages. 4 plates. 4 illustrations in text. Index. 


A bright popular biography of this great chemist, suitable for young readers in their 
teens. Davy (1778-1829) was a colourful character, and any account of the high- 
lights of his career is bound to be interesting. The author, who is Professor of

Chemistry and Dean of the Faculty of Science in the University of Edinburgh, 
does not dig deeply either into his hero’s personality or into the social milieu in 
which he lived and worked, and he rarely stirs our feclings. We are touched only 
when we stand with Michael Faraday before the portrait of his impulsive, autocratic 
teacher, and hear Michael say, “He was a great man, wasn’t he?’ This biography has 
colour but little warmth, but perhaps the fault is Davy’s. As Dumas said, “We 
admired Davy: we loved Faraday.’ 


DITTIES FOR THE NURSERY. Edited by Iona Opie. Oxford University 
Press, $s. 1954. 19 cm. 80 pages. Illustrations by Monica Walker. 

This elegantly produced little book contains a collection of nursery rhymes that 
was first published about 1805. These ‘ditties’, which were meant to be either sung 
or recited, were very popular in their time, and with one or two exceptions, they 
do not date and should be equally enjoyed by young children of today. Some are 
just a few lines, others, longer, tell a little story, many have the catchy nonsense 
refrains a little child loves, and all of them are lively. The excellent illustrations aptly 
convey the spirit and slightly ‘period’ flavour of the text. 


THE BOYS’ BOOK OF CRICKET FOR 10954. Edited by Patrick 
Pringle. Evans Bros., 10s.6d. 1954. 254 cm. 192 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 
Numerous illustrations. Endpaper drawings. Tables. 

Trevor Bailey, by now the hero of so many cricket struggles, adorns the frontispiece 
of this book and contributes an article on Playing for Your Team; Alec Bedser 
writes on Bowling Tactics; Dattu Phadkar—most topically—of cricket in Pakistan; 
and there are stories, descriptions of last year’s Test Matches against Australia, quizzes, 
snippets of cricket history, and some very fair action photographs. The text is very 
simply written and is aimed at cricketers from ten to fourteen, whom it should 
please. 


WE GO TO WALES. David Raymond. Harrap, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

9 photographs. 9 drawings in text. 2 maps. Glossary. Index. (‘We Go Abroad’) 
Mr. Raymond, himself a Welshman, describes the sight-seeing tour of a boy and 
girl whose parents motor them to many places of historic or scenic interest. Their 
trip embraces some excursions off the beaten track, attendance at an Eisteddfod, an 
ascent of Snowdon, and a glimpse of some industrial centres. Though the Welsh 
people and their present-day activities are a little in the background, the beauty and 
grandeur of the landscape is happily conveyed and the snippets of local history 
and myth that are woven into the narrative are in a lively vein. The book should 
interest children from ten to fourteen. 


HE WROTE TREASURE ISLAND. The Story of Robert Louis Stevenson. 
G. B. Stern. Heinemann, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 184 pages. 7 illustrations. 6 drawings 
in text. 

This story of the life of Robert Louis Stevenson (1850-94) will convince young 

readers to whom Treasure Island is the greatest of adventure stories that the career 

of R.L.S. was a long series of adventures through which, in spite of constant ill 

health, his unflagging spirit kept him going. The author shows how events and the 

places to which he travelled, often as a convalescent, gave rise to his well-known 
stories. His gifts as a born teller-of-tales, his incorrigible youthfulness, his humanity 
and his inspiration to other writers brought him the most diverse friendships. This 

vigorously told story will be an inspiration to a wide range of readers, but the 11-14 

age group, particularly, should welcome it. 
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HE FOUGHT FOR HIS QUEEN. The Story of Sir Philip Sidney. Barbara 
Willard. Heinemann, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 176 pages. 7 illustrations. 


This book will show young readers of history, in the 13-15 age group, how Sir 
Philip Sidney (1554-86) came to be regarded, as they have heard of him, as the 
choicest spirit of the Elizabethan Age, and the chivalrous hero of Zutphen. He was, 
by his experience in Paris during the massacre of St. Bartholomew, early endowed 
with a sense of purpose. His urgency, honesty and inability to compromise cut across 
Elizabeth’s tortuous European policy and dissatisfied him with a courtier’s life. 
His leadership in the Flanders campaign, where he met his death, saved the situation 
from complete failure. The Elizabethan scene is made effective in this well-told 


story. 
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
